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RUSSIANS PREPARE 


| TO QUIT NIU-CRWANG 


Crushed Under Boarding Blown 
from a 14th Street Building. 


TOWER FALLS IN WEST STREET 
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Pebris Crashes Against a Belt Line Car, 
but No One Is injured—Tree on 
Fire in the Bronx. 


Sweeping along at a rate varying from 
forty to sixty miles an hour, a gale created | 
havoc in the city last night and also caused 
injury to three persons by the blowing 
down of some window boarding from 4 
building in.course of construction at Four- 
teenth Street and Sixth Avenue. 

The accident occurred just after 6-o’clock, 
when those thoroughfares were crowded. 
Plate glass windows are being put in on the 
Fourteenth Street side of the structure, and 
a@ vacant space about fifty feet in length 
had been boarded up. The wind blowing 
against these boards loosened them, and the 
whole mass fell out with a crash. At first 
it went straight out, but, catching on 4 
wooding railing guarding an unfinished por- 
tion of the sidewalk, was overturned. About 
fifty persons were passing, but all save 
three escaped. 

The unfortunate ones: were: William 
Briggs, fifty-six years old, of 509 West One 
Hundred and Forty-sixth Street, fractured 
shoulder blade and fractured right ankle; 
taken to New York Hospital. Mary Bishop, 
thirty-one years old, 29 Perry Street, scalp 
wound and shock; also taken to New York 
Hospital; Ottille Sissmissch, twenty years 
old, 221 Avenue C, bruises of right arm and 
shock; attended and went home. 

When the crash came great excitement 
prevuiled. Women screamed, men shouted 
cries of warning, and those near fled in 
every direction.. The three persons injured 
were pinned under the boarding, and for 
several minutes no one went near them. 
Policeman Murphy of the Mercer Street 
Station arrived, however, and, with the 
help of some of the crowd, raised the 
boards. The injured were carried into a 
neighboring store, and the policeman sum- 
moned an ambulance. 

After the case had been reported to the 
police of the Mercer Street Station detec- 
tives were sent out and arrested Herbert 
Harvey, the Superintendent of construction 
for the Fuller Company, which is .erecting 
the building. A technical charge of assault 
was lodged Tan him and he was taken 
to the station house, but released on bail. 

During the height of the windstorm the 
two-story frame elevator of King’s Knick- 
erbocker Plaster Mills, at 509 West Street, 4 
began to shake violently, and finally the 
tower and cupola were blown out into West 
Street. A Belt Lime car was passing at the 
time, and several of the boards were hurled 


~agatustthe poof and windows. There were 
ne peERenwersdn the car. 


The horses, however, became frightened 
at the crash aria’ started’ to run, but the 
@river held them in cheek by vigorously 
applying the brake. The street was filled 
with débris, the boarding having been car- 
ried out on the wind. Several planks were 
driven across West Street to the railroad 
tracks, and horse-car and freight traffic 
were blocked for about ten minutes. None 
of the passers-by was hurt, 

The elevator'is connected with the plaster 
works owned by Z. C. & C. V. Kingsbury. 
It lies between two of the buildings. The 
lower portion of the structure is guarded 
by the walls of the brick buildings on 
either side. Over the first story were the 
tower and cupola. The building is about 
thirty years old, and it was said last night 
that plans were under way for tearing it 
down and substituting a brick elevator. 

A big maple tree on Boston Road, rear 
Tremont Avenue, took fire in the evening 
as the result of defective insulation, and 
created considerable excitement. The strong 
wind rasping electric light wires agaiast 
the bark of the tree wore off the insulation 
and started the blaze. So,great a crowd 
gathered ‘in the street below that Sergt. 
Egan sent several policeman from the Tre- 
mont Station to keep them’ away from the 
tree. The trunk of the tree was wet from 
the rain, and long streaks of blue flame |

spectacle. 

The Edison Electric Light Company sent 
several men to the scene with a wrecking 
wagon. They succeeded in putting out the 
flames with a small extinguisher, and then, 
climbing the tree, cut the wires and put in 
new wires. 

While standing near the tree Policemen 
William Rothman and Matthew Braun of 
the Tremont Station were slightly shocked. 
They were not injured by the shock and 
continued cn duty. A portion of the Bronx 
was in darkness while the wires were being 


repaired. 


FOUR KILLED IN RACE BATTLE. 


Many Others Wounded in a Fight at 
Bokoshe, I. T. 


FORT SMITH, Ark., March John 
Hopper, J. C. Butler, and C. A. Blevins, 
whites, and Walter: Jackson, a negro, were 
killed in a conflict between whites and 
blacks at Bokoshe, Indian Territory, on 
Wednesday evening. 

William Price, one of the colored men 
wounded, arrived in this city to-day, and 
is now at the hospital. ‘He says that on 
Tuesday negroes were ordered out of the 
camp and went, They returned on Wednes- 
day, armed and ready to resist an attack. ! 
Seventeen of them were standing in a group 
on the station platform, awaiting the ar- 
rival of a train, when one of the white men, 
without any warning, shot at Jackson, who 
» returned the fire, and both men dropped 
dead about the same time. 

Both whites and blacks began shooting, 
the latter scattering and seeking places of 
safety. Their flight put a stop to the con- 
flict. Price says many were wounded. The 
negroes were employed on the Midland Val- 


ley Railroad, and their presence was ob- 
jected to by the white laborers. 

A party of n ro who took part in the 
shooting arrived here this afternoon, and 
the police, under instructions from Indian 
Territory officials, are rounding them up. 
Two already have been, arrested. 
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LAWTON, Oklahoma, March 3.—For 


hours to-night 5,000 persons fought a great 
prairie fire which threatened this city. The 
advance line of the fire was fully two miles 
in length and came ina semi-circular form. 
A thousand men turned their efforts to 
checking the grass borders of the reserva- 
tion at the city limits. 

Water from every source, carried in every 
conceivable way, was distributed along the 
line and carried all around the city Hmits. 
This served the purpose of checking the ad- 
vance lines ofthe fire, but was of little 
avail in hindering the continual rolling of 
the firebrands into the streets of the city. 

In more than a hundred places flames 
arose from dwellings, barns, and outbuild- 
ings, but wherever a blaze grew men were, 
present to quench it with water. As a re- 


sult of the cool judgment of the fighters | 


the city’s loss was only $10,000. 

Families lay ott-on the prairie through- 
cut the freezing night after the storm had 
passed with only thin clothes on_ their 
backs. Hundreds of persons are destitute, 
and are suffering intensely from the cold. 

Reports received’ here indicate that five 
persons have been burned to death and 


3,000 square miles of territory in Kiowa 
and Comanche Counties swept by fires. 
Hundreds of people are homeless, and it is 
impossible to estimate aceurately the finan- 
cial loss owing to the wide extent of coun- 
try affected. . 

At Hobart, the county seat of Kiowa 
County, the fire approached from the east, 
destroying the stables and fifteen race 
horses, fifteen residences, two business 
houses, and various small buildings. Spread- 
ing to the southwest, the fire swept 75,000 
acres of Government, military, and timber 
reserve and Indian school reserve, destroy- 
ing several Indian houses and forty head 
of .Government cattle. 

Spreading westward, the flames covered 
miles of homestead district, destroying 
houses, barns, and stock. It was in this 
district that five persons are reported to 
have perished in attempting to protect their 
preperty: Among the dead are “‘ Dock ’’ and 
John Harmon, brothers; A. N. Crawford, 
and Mrs. Henderson, a widow. Mrs. Hen- 
derson’s two daughters are badly, burned, 
and one may die. 

A report has been received at Fort Sill 
that an entire Apache Indian village was 
swept ciean. The report has not been veri- 
fied. 

The soldiers at Fort Sill were ordered 
out to fight the flames, and rendered great 
assistunce. 

At Anadarko many farm buildings were 
burned. No lives are, reported lost, bat 
there were numerous narraw escapes. Wo- 
mgn. and ,children, scantily clad, fled to 
plowed, ground, while the men remained to 
fight -the, flames, in an endeavor to save 
property.

TELL OF PRINCE’S CRUELTY. 


Inquiry Into Sanity of German Royal 
Prisoner Begun. 


BERLIN, March 3.—Remarkable 
stances of Prince Lieut. Prosper von Aren- 
berg’s abnormal cruelty were mentioned by 
witnesses to-day during: an inquiry into his 
sanity. The Prince is serving a term of 
imprisonment for murdering a native while 


commander of a station in German South- 
west Africa, where he is said to have been 
guilty of many cruelties to natives. 

One witness, who had served the Prince’s 
father in Belgium as hostler, testified that 
when eight years old the young Prince de- 
lighted in destroying the eyes of live fish 
with sticks; that he would catch cats in'a 
trap, amputate their feet,,and then set dogs 
upon them, and that he once hanged a 
badger by its hind feet for two days, then 
tied the animal’s mouth shut and set dogs 
upon it. 

His mother, who was extremely nervous, 
once presented the boy with a little fancy- 
bred French dog. The young Prince set a 
Savage cur upon the little dog and other- 
wise maltreated it. He was accustomed to 
fight with his tutors, not one of whom re- 
tained that position long. 

A witness from Southwest Africa testified 
that the Prince had once caught an im- 
mense venomous serpent by the tail and 
killed it in the manner of the native jug- 
glers, as well as to other incidents which 
showed 4he Prince's cruel delight in inflict- 
ing torture upon animals. 

Other witnesses testified to the hallucina- 
tion of persecution. Even when a child of 
seven he carried a loaded revolver to kill 
imaginary persecutors, and while in South- 
west Africa he imagined that a murderous 
negro was behind every bush. 

A number of experts in mental diseases 
were unanimously of the opinion that the 
Prince is mentally .deranged. Some ex- 
perts added that his derangement had been 
superinduced by alcoholism, smoking, and 
other physical excesses.

Has Made Up His Mind to be State 
Chairman. 


WILL BROOK NO INTERFERENCE | 


If the President Asks Him to Take the 
National Chairmanship He 
Wil Decline. 
Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 3.—Goy. Odell will take 
the chairmanship of the State Committee 
He does not want to be National Chair- 
man, and even if the President should urge 


him to accept that place he will decline the 
offer. 

Two stories have been in circulation here 
with regard to the Governor's proposed trip 
to Washington. One was that the Presi- 
dent would urge the Governor to accept the 
Naticnal Chairmanship, the other that he 
would serve notice on the Governor that he 
was opposed to his taking Col. Dunn's 
place at the head of the State Committee. 

The Governor is in the dark as to what 
proposals the Président will have to make 
to him, but his friends say that his deter- 
mination as to his own line of action is 
fixed. 

Some credence is placed by leading Re- 
publicans here in the story that Senator 
Platt and Col. Dunn have appealed to the 
President to interfere with the Governor's 
plans with regard to the State organization. 
But it can be safely said that no sugges- 
tions from the President in that connection 
will be'eonsidered by the Governor or his 
friends. They are now in absolute control 
of the organization, and any proposals 
which the President may have to make 
with regard to the political situation in 
New York must be based upon a recogni- 
tion of thés control of the organization. If 
the President is- disposed to question that 
control there is likely to be an issue be- 
tween him and the President. 

The extent to which the supremacy of 
the Governor is recognized was strikingly 
shown in the Senate to-day. The Governor 
sent to the Senate the name of William 
Halpin, the Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Republican Committee of 
New York County, to be Tax Commissioner 
to succeed J. Edgar Leaycraft. The ap- 
pointment is for three years, and the of- 
fice is worth $2,500 a year. Mr. Leaycraft 
has always been a strong Platt man, while 
Mr. Halpin is an Odell man. 

Senator Elsberg made a motion that the 
nomination of Mr. Haipin be confirmed 
without reference. This was done by a 
unanimous vote.

COULD NOT SURVIVE SHOCK 


He Was at Once Taken To the Flower | 


Hospital, but Died on 
\ the Way. 


Charles Lasek, 4 man who had been alive 
in the ruins of the Hotel Darlington, in 
West Forty-sixth Street, 
the débris at 2:30 o'clock this morning by 
the force of men who had been working 
to get at the bodies of the’ victims who 
had gone down with the building when it 
collapsed on Wednesday at 1:30 o'clock. 

He was taken out unconscious. Six phy- 
sicilans, who had been summoned, worked 
over him and ‘he was then put in an ambu- 
lance to be taken to Flower Hospital. On 
the journey doctors endeavored to save 
him by every means within their power, 
but he died before~he reached the institu- 
tion. 

Lasek was one of the cement 
men on the hotel. He evidently fell sev- 
eral stories when the collapse came. He 
was protected from death by the fact that 
the body of Thomas J. Jackson, a fellow 
workman, acted as a protection to him 
lying across his body and holding up heavy 
beams and débris. 

Searchers in the ruins first found the 
body of Jackson. When they picked it up 
the live Lasek, was found under-

There are practically no defenses here, 
and although the shifting and reshifting of 
trcops and arfitiery to the small forts at 
the mouth of the Liao River has the ap- 
pearance of an intention to defend Yin- 
Kow, the military authorities depend upon 
an inland engagement to put a stop to thé 
Japanese advance. 

As far as is yet known the only plans de- 
cided upon are:

8ST. PETERSEURG, March 3.—The land-

Chief of Staff of Viceroy Alexieff, is believed 
here to be the origin of the recent reports 
of a Japanese landing at Possiet Bay, and 
is considered to be an attempt to outflank 
the Russian advance from the Yalu River.

MOSCOW, March 3.—M. Arkounin, an act- 
or, who has returned here from Port Ar- 
thur, was an eye witness of events there 
prior to the outbreak of war. He had been 
informed that the Chinese would begin cel- 
ebrating the new year by setting off fire- 
works and shooting guns, so when firing 
was heard for the first time from the sea 
it was supposed to be the Chinese celebra- 
tion. The warships tn port had been cleared 
of all woodwork on deck on the 7th of Feb- 
ruary, but this had not occasioned alarm. 
The people were surprised to see flashes of 
fire from the Golden Hill forts, but even 
this did not suggest the truth. 

“] went to sleep that night,’ continued 
M. Arkounin, ‘without realizing that 
fighting was going on. At about 11 o’clock 
on the morning of the 9th I again heard 
shots. I proceeded at once to the square, 
and found the people were panic-stricken, 
Chinese women and children were running 
from their homes, glancing anxiously be- 
hind them as they hurried away. All the 
shops, banks, and ether places in town 
were at once closed. 

“Suddenly tle firing stopped, and the 
Japanese fleet began to steam away. It 
was rumored about the town that an ex- 
plosion had occurred on board one of the 
Japanese vessels. 

* During the bombardment the wind blew 
toward the forts, and consequently the 
smoke from our guns interfered with the 
sight of the Russian gunners. It was 
rumored in Port Arthur and believed that 
the Japanese had landed at Port Dalny, 
and that they would attack Port Arthur 
by land. 

“The cabmen in Port Arthur had been 
drafted into the military service, and it 
was almost impossible for those leaving to 
get their baggage taken down to the rail- 
road station."’

TORPEDO FOR A MAN TO RIDE. 


Inventor Explains His Contrivance at a 
Meeting—Col. Church’s Views. 


There was a meeting last night at the 
American Institute, 19 and 21 West Forty- 
fourth Street, to discuss ‘‘ Moving Torpe- 
does.” Col, W. C, Church, editor of The 
Army and Navy Journal, delivered the 
chief address. 

A man wearing a full beard had some- 
thing to say abovt an automatic torpedo of 
his own invention. He described how a 
brave man floating on the torpedo could 
sink any ship in the navies of the world. 
His explanation dealt with the intricacies 
of a machine so automatic that it could 
think for itself. It had a Cushing bow, 
which, when it came in contact with a tor- 
pedo net, was pushed back, exploding a 
small charge. This gave to the operator 
of the torpedo a signal that the machine 
must go “ full speed astern’ and then dive 
under the net into the vitals of the ship. 

For his own personal safety the man 
must ride astern on a cork jacket, connect- 
ed with thin wires for the direction of the 
missible of death. These would give him 
the signal when to cut loose and float 
away on his life preserver. Pictures of 
this contrivance were thrown on a screen. 
Then there were others of tandem torpe- 
does, where if one struck a net the others 
would be released so as to strike the vitals 
of a warship down below where the bilge 
water flows. 

Col. Church in his address declared for 
the torpedo as against the battleship, and 
expressed a preference for the submarine 
boat. He suggested further that it was 
easy to overcome the nations who relied 
on their defense by great navies through 
the intelligent use of the torpedo and the 
submarine boat. He gave all the credit for 
this to John WDricsson, the designer of the 
monitor. Col. Church said in part: 

“The searchlight is the only protection 
against torpedo attack, but the difficulty is 
to find the topredo boat before it dis- 
charges its deadly messenger. The torpedo 
boats slip along through the shadows, and 
can now with very fair accuracy discharge 
their torpedoes at a range of 3,000 or even 
4,000 yards. The best searchlights under 
the’ most favorable conditions do not reach 
over 1,780 yards. The latest torpedo, 
through the appliance of the gyroscope, can 
be discharged at twice that distance and 
come very close to reaching the vitals of 
the ship aimed at. The gyrosope is ar- 
ranged sc that the missile shall go in a 
certain direction. It it hits the water at a 
wrong angle it will right itself and go on its 
way of destruction at a speed of twenty- 
nine knots an hour and over. It makes no 
mere disturbance under the water to indi- 
cate 1ts passage than a swimming fish,"

Father of Lilian Bell, the Author, 
Loaned the Money. 


THE BORROWER’S COMPLAINT 


Charged $43 a Week for the Loan of 
$1,000—Major Bell Says He Loaned 
to Others at the Same Rate. 


CHICAGO, March 3.—Charles E. Rand, 2 
real estate operator, was temporarily in 
need of $1,000 on Dec. 31, 1895. Major 
William Bell, the father of Lilian Bell, the 
author, accommodated him. So efficient 
were Major Bell’s business methods that 
Rand found recently that he had been giv- 
ing all his spare cash to the Major for 
eight years, and that his checks for $7,950 
and notes of his and his father’s for $8,000 
were held by his. creditor. 

Rand estimated the total interest at 
$32,000. He asked the Major to ‘call the 
deal off’ and give him back his checks 
and notes. The Major offered a compro- 
mise, Then Rand went to court, and Judge 
Kavanagh to-day ordered Major Bell to re- 
turn the papers in question. 

Major Bell’s first check was for $957, 
deduction of $43 being made for interest 
for a week. Rand gave his check for $1,000 
to be cashed a week later. Rand, however, 
was unable to redeem the check, and so 
he gave Major Bell $43 and checks were 
again exchanged on the former basis. 

This went on from week to week, Rand 
paying out $43 at a time, till the original 
$1,000 was swallowed up. Then he began 
borrowing money to pay interest, He thus 
discovered..in 1898 that he was indebted 
$4,000 to Major Bell. , 

Then he objected. A new agreement was 
made whereby he should pay $5 a day in- 
terest on each $1,000, and Major Bell would 
dis¢éount his checks. f 

As time went on Rand would borrow on 
Monday, Wednesday, and Saturday to keep 
down the interest, the Wednesday loan he- 
ing made to take up the loan of Monday 
and the Saturday check being given to 
cover the loan on Wednesday and so on, 

Mr. Rand was informed early in January, 
1900, that Major Bell held checks signed 
by him which had not yet been presented 
to the bank amounting to $7,950, and that 
Major Bell also held the notes for $8,000. 

Bell declined “to call the deal off,’’ it is 
said, except by giving Rand $50 and col- 
lecting the money represented by the notes 
for $8,000. This Rand would not agree to, 
and as a result he immediately petitioned 
to the court to issue an injunction restrain- 
ing Major Bell from collecting the notes 
or from disposing of the checks. i 

When the case was heard by Master in 
Chancery Victor Elting, Major Bell testi- 
fied that he loaned to others at the same 
approximate rate as that charged Mr.

I have studied the landscapes of 
many countries, and, in some places, as in 
Northern India, have seen more huge and 
majestic mountains, t I have nowhere 
found a more thoroughly picturesque series 
of landscapes than I have seen since enter- 
ing the republic. Mexican pottery is also 
extremely interesting from an artistic 
standpoint. In the United States and in 
many parts of Europe commercialism and 
wholesale use of machinery have almost 
eliminated the individual and artistic from 
all wares. This is deplorable, but is unlikely 
to be remedied. In Mexico this is not the 
case, and I doubt if it ever will be.”

“Mr. Best’s engineers have informed 
him,’’ said the Mayor, * that the four trol- 
icy tracks on the Williamsburg Bridge can 
be ready for use by July 1. In addition the 
two elevated road tracks will be ready by 
Fall for the great crush of that time of the 
vear. Acting on this principle, Mr. Best 
wili at once prepare his figures and get 
the work in such shape that the temporary 
station at this end of the bridge can be 
pushed rapidly toward construction. It is 
a matter cf some regret to me that we will 
have to adopt this temporary plan, for I 
would have preferred to go ahead with a 
general plan to cover all points. 

“The conference of yesterday, however, 
at the Rapid Transit Commission commit- 
tee meeting was not as satisfactory as 
coald be desired. The Rapid Transit Com- 
missioners seem to have set their hearts 
on a subway for the connection, and that 
means a delay of more than two years 
over the elevated connection plan. I want 
to do something right off, so that we can 
use the Williamsburg Bridge, and not allow 
it to 1emain as an ornament only. To that 
end I wani to have the six car tracks on 
the bridge* used at once, and the Corpora- 
tion Ccunsei says we have complete juris- 
Giction as fav over as Clinton Street.” 

The Mayor said, in connection with the 
immeciate plan to run cars over the Will- 
iamsburg Bridge, that he expected to see 
both. the Metropolitan and the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Companies bidding for the 
right. 

“But if they do not bid?” he was asked. 

“Then the people would have the alter- 
native of walking as now, and we will not 
give them that alternative,” he said. “If 
necessary we will run city cars over the 
bridge after the fashion of the first cars 
to be run over the old Brooklyn Bridge.”’ 

‘In the event of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit pecple not coming to terms to aid 
the public over the Williamsburg Bridge, 
eannvut that company be prevented from 
using the Brooklyn Bridge?’’ was then 
asked. 3 

“Jt certainly can,” said the Mayor. 
“ And its right to use it can be stopped on 
three months’ notice, too.’’ 

The Mayor said that Commissioner Best's 
work in connectior with the Clinton Strect 


Station also involves the laying of the 
tracks over the Williamsburg Bridge. This 
means laying the ties and the rails, and in- 
volves about three anonths’ work, 

Controller Grout, who has been in favor 
of the subway plan for a long time, is now 
in doubt as to which plan to favour. Fie said 
vesterday that he is puzzled about the com- 
parative cost and time to be required for 
the differen* plans. 

“T want te see the reports of the engin- 
eers on the subject,’” said he, ‘ and to learn 
from them whut the affair will cost and 
how much time it will take before [ make 
up my mind.”

A’ Least Fifteen Lives Were Lost 
in the Darlington, 


SIX WARRANTS ARE ISSUED 


Report That the Foundations of the 
Collapsed Structure Were Laid 
in Quicksand. 


Three separate investigations were start- 
ed yesterday to fix the blame for the col- 
lapse of the skeleton frame of the Darling- 
ton apartment hotel, in West Forty-sixth 
Street, on Wednesday afternoon. District 
Attorrey Jerome, Borough President 
‘Ahearn, who has direct charge of the Bu- 
reau of Buildings, and Coroner Scholer, each 
vas at work on the case, but little had been 


accomplished by the close of the day in 
determini:g «he cause of the disaster. 

Six crushed bodies were taken from the 
ruins yesterday. Five were recovered on 
the day of the catastrophe, and four more 
could be seen yesterday deep down in the 
wreckage, but there was little Hope that 
they could be extricated from the tangled 
beams which held them before to-day. Mr. 
Jerome, who visited the wreck on his arri- 
val in the city late Wednesday night, said 
late yesterday that he was satisfied that 
the Building Inspectors could not be heid 
altogether 10 blame for the collapse, as 
they have too much work to do. The case 
of Mr. French, who was supposed to in- 
spect the fallen building, he cited as an 
instance, saying that he was responsible 
for the entire territory between Thirty- 
fourth and Fifty-ninth Streets and the 
Worth and East Rivers. 

“Anywhere from one to three stories 
Would be put on between his visits,” said 
Mr. Jerome, who added that the Inspectors’ 
pay of $1,200 a year was inadequate for their 
arduous and at times dangerous duties. 
He said Assistant District Attorney Train 
would continue in direct charge /of the af- 
fair, and would conduct ihe examin-tion 
of witnesses and get matters in shape for a 
vigorous prosecution. At the same time, 
Mr. Jerome said, it was very much easier 
to gather evidence upon which sufferers 
through such a disaster might-- collect 
money damages by civil process, than such 
as would secure criminal convictions. 


FOREMAN RECALLS VIOLATIONS. 


Mr. Jerome had a long conversation with 
James Halpin, the foreman arrested at the 
instance of Coroner Scholer, and who was 
released on parole to report daily to the 
Coroner. Halpin said he recalled many of 
the violations that had been put upon the 
work, and that each time operations were j 
stopped anywhere from an hour or so to 
two days, when it would be resumed under 
the direction of Pole & Schwandtner, the 
contractors. 

Mr. Jerome sent County Detective Mulien 
and Detective Sergeant McNaught to the 
offices of the firm at 76 William Street, 
late in the afternoon, to obtain the books, 
diligent search having failed to locate 
either of the partners. The detectives 
tound there A. F. Lerdlen, bookkeeper, and 
éulius C. Tomek, a building engineer, who 
declined to give up the books upon the 
advice of Ignatz Weltner, counsel for the 
firm. They were taken as witnesses to the 
Criminal Courts Building. 

There Tomek said that he had received 
the original plans from the architects, and 
thought they showed a building that would 
be flimsy and unsafe. On his own responsi- 
bility, he said, he had added six steel cross- 
beams on each tier. 

Building Inspector Peek said that he had 
charge of the masonry of the Darlington, 
and so far as he knew every complaint had 
been promptly remedied. Both he and In- 
spector French were positive that faults 
complained of in the several violations had 
had nothing to do with the final collapse. 

AsSistant District Attorney Rand said 
that it was necessary first to make sure 
that the building laws had been violated on 
the Darlington. 

* But it is all foolishness,” he added with : 
s0me warmth, “for any cne to think: that 
there was nothing wrong when a building 
like that falls in on itself.” 

Mr. Train said he believed the beams 
were of insutficient size and had been held 
b; too few bolts. 

Coroner Scholer, he visited the 
Criminal Courts Building in the morning, 
made his headquarters for the rest of the 
day at the scene of the disaster. He se- 
lected next Wednesday as the date of the 
inquest, and said he had issued warrants 
for the arrest of six persons connected with 
the building. These had been placed in the 
hands of the police, and late in the day he 
said their futile attempts to serve them led 
him to believe that the persons sought were 
purposely keeping out of the way.

* WAS ABOUT TO MARRY. 


Pathetic interest was added to the loss of 
Frank Allison bythe fact that he was to 
have been married in June to Miss Emma 
E. Marguetz of 4,306 Manchester Avenue, 
£t. Louis. A few minutes before he was 
killed he went ‘to a nearby stationer’s and 
bought a book, ‘‘ The House of Demally,” 
which he mailed to her with a note written 
in the store. He roomed with Mrs. L. 
Guenther at 818 Sixth Avenue.” She said 
that he had returned from the Philippine 


Islands about three months ago, after_serv- 
ing for ten years in the United States Navy, 
@here he had been a gunner. 

Allison had been at San Juan, Porto Rico, 
and on shore duty in China during the 
Boxer uprising, and had received two med- 
als from the Japanese Government, which 
made him an offer a few weeks ago. to join 
the Japanese Navy; but he had yielded to 
his brother’s solicitations to abandon his 
life of adventure. 

Coroner Scholer said last night that he be- 
lieved the total deaths would prove to 
seventeen, although there was reason to be- 
lieve that eight or ten more might have 
been buried. 

Some new light was thrown on the catas- 
trophe yesterday by Dr. Parker Syms of 50 
West Forty-seventh Street. From his back 
windows he had watched tHe Darlington 
grow, and was imbued with the idea that 
there was reckless work. He was standing 
before his door with Dr. A. J. Magnin of 
Paris when the crash came, and knew at 
once what had happened. Together they 
von $e the scene and gave what help they 
cou be 

Mrs. Mary Syms, the doctor’s mother, was 
looking at the building about five minutes 
before the collapse, when she saw the hod 
elevator rush up as though out of control, 
and called to the members of the household 
that there was an accident. She then saw 
men running about the frame work, appar- 
ently excited, and then, after a long deiay, 
saw the whole huge fabric sway toward 
the Patterson apartment house in Forty- 
seventh Street, then forward, and then 
crumble into the cloud of rising dust. She 
was convinced from the fact that the whole 
moved at once that the fatal break, what- 
ever it was, occurred on the lower floors. 

The first body recovered yesterday was 
identified as that of Adam Danwalder, fore- 
man of plumbers for T. F. Scannell of 
Forty-second Street and Sixth Avenue. All 
night long Danwalder’'s wife sat on the 
stoop of a house across the street. She 
was accompanied by her brother, Thomas 
Sprague, and her seven-year-old son. 
When her husband’s body was recovered 
she became hysterical and was attended by 
physicians, : 

An hour after the finding of Danwalder’s 
body, that of Timothy Kelly, a derickman, 
was found. Like Danwalder’s body, Kelly’s 
was found near the centre of the wreck- 
age. 


ALLISON’S BODY FOUND. 


Early in the morning the bodies of three 
men were located in the southwest corner 
of the débris. It was nearly 6 o'clock be- 
fore the workmen succeeded in making an 
opening in the wreckage sufficiently large 
to permit the removal of the bodies. 

Frank Allison's body was the first of the 


three brought out. I? was taken to the 
West Fifty-first Street Station. 

The second body was identified at the sta- 
tion house as that of John’ Bier, assistant 
foreman of the Roebling Construction Com- 
pany. The identification was made by 
Charles Gathey of 42 Chester Street, Brook- 
lyn, who said that Bier was survived by a 
widow and four small children. The third 
body was not identified. 

At 4 o’clock in the afternoon the laborers 
working in the rear of the wreckage found 
the body of Carl Larsig. It was near the 
ruins of the dining room extension of the 
Patterson Hotel, in which Mrs. Frank L. 
Storrs was killed. The body was in a heap 
of cement and twisted ironwork. It was 
carried through the hotel to Forty-seventh 
Street, where it was placed in the patrol 
wagon and taken to the police station. The 
man who died in Bellevue on Wednesday 
ten minutes after his admission was identi- 
fied as William L. Tompkins of 1,415 Gates 
Avenue, Brooklyn. 

Acting Superintendent Gorman of the 
Building Department said yesterday that he 
expected to receive during the day detailed 
reports concerning the disaster from Dep- 
uty Superintendent Jordan, who is in 
charge at the wreck; from John E. Peek, 
the Inspector of Masonry, and frgm Nicho- 
las Revelle, an iron expert. Late yaeweey 
afternoon the detailed reports, it was said, 
had not been received, 

Mayor McClellan yesterday declined to 
discuss the disaster, except to deplore it, 
saying that the matter was under the juris- 
diction of Mr. Ahearn, and ‘that he had no 
a that he would make a full investiga- 
tion. 

Mr. Ahearn visited the ruins and said that 
he thought the Inspector had been fully 
alive to the danger, yet feared to exceed 
his authority by stopping the work, in 
which case, had the building not fallen, the 
contractors might have sued the city. He 
said the Code was very defective in that it 
only provided in such cases for injunction 
proceedings. Arbitrary methods might have 
been followed in the case of a tenement 
house, Mr. Ahearn said, but the Darlington 
could hardly have been considered as such. 

Mr. Ahearn said that, while he believed 
Inspector French to be competent, he did 
not think as a rule the best Building In- 
— were obtained from the civil ser- 
vice. 


ARCHITECTS CONDEMN LAW. 


Those Who Drew Plans Say It Is Lax 
Regarding Supervision. 

Neville & Bagge, the architects who drew 
the plans for the building last May, made 
the following statement concerning their 
part in the work yesterday: 

‘“* We were employed by the Allison Realty 
Company to prepare plans and specifica- 
tions for a twelve-and-a-half-story struct- 
ure and to obtain the necessary permits 
from the Building Department. 

“After furnishing the Allison Realty 
Company with copies of these plans and 
specifications as approved by the depart- 
ment our connection with the building 


ceased. 

‘We particularly wish to contradict the 
statement attributed to Mr. Allison that our 
representative superintended the work or 
that we had anything to do with the giving 
out of the contracts. 

‘We did not know until yesterday who 
the contractors were. In short, we had 
nothing to do with the construction of the 
building, nor did any member of this con- 
cern ever superintend any part of the work. 

“We had a written agreement with the 
Allison Realty Company in which it was 
specificaily stated that we were to furnish 
plans and specifications only, and that no 
supervision was to be included. 

‘“‘Further, in our application on file at 
the Building Department we stated that 
the owners would superintend the work. 

‘““We can confidently say that if the 
plans and specifications which we fur- 
nished and which were approved by the 
3uilding Department, had been conscien- 
tiously lived up to, it would have been im- 
possible for the unfortunate accident to 
have occurred, as we were especially com- 
plimented by the Engineer of the Building 
Department, who examined our plans, on 
their thoroughness and correctness.” 

According to Mr. Neville, W. A, O’Hay 
who has been reported to have represented 
the architects at the building, was at one 
time a draughtsman in their office. About 
four months ago, Mr. Neville says, O’Hay 
told him that he was going to leave to take 
a new job. 

“‘O’Hay told me,” Mr. Neville continued, 
“that Mr. Allison had offered to make him 
the General Superintendent of the work on 
the building. and he snconetngny went out 
of our employ into theirs. understand 
that he is wanted by the Coroner, and that 
he has not been located. His home is .. 
159 Woodycrest Avenue. 

“Jt is the general custom of speculative 
builders to supervise their own work in 
order to save the extra commission or ¥«, 
per cent. charged by the architect for su- 
pervision. We do a great deal of work 
for this class of builders, and less than 
one-half of the plans that we draw are 
supervised by us in the actual erection of 
the building. This is all wrong, because 
the owner will sacrifice everything to save 
expense, and go the limit so long as he’s 
not caught by the Building Department. 

* As to the reports that sixteen different 
complaints were made by the department 
against the building because of poorly 
drawn plans, I can probably gurptios every 
one connected with the investigation by 
telling the fact that after my plans had 
been approved others were substituted. 

“A patent fire-proofing concern showed 
the Allison Realty Company that they 
could erect a steel and iron frame that 
would be of considerably less total weight 
than that which my plans called for, and 
yet get. it past the Building Department. 
Accordingly. the new set of plans was 
filed, and met with condemnation at’ the 
hands of, the department. They were 
amenged ‘several times, and at last ap- 
roved, but they were not my plans, and I 
ac. nothing to do with them.

incorrectness of those drawings. He said 
that in contrast with ours, which were well 
drawn, they were ‘a shame.’ 

The hue and cry that has been raised 
because the columns were of cast iron in- 
stead of steel has been made by persons 
who know nothing about building. A cast 
iron column is better in many ways to sus- 
tain a direct load than steel. It rusts less 
deeply, its resistance to a compressive 
orce is much greater, and it is the com- 
mon metal used in columns. The fact that 
these columns were bolted instead of rivet- 
is also as it should be, as the riveting 
process works damage to the brittle cast 
iron, chippin it. Bolts are always used on 
this metal. he' beams and girders should 
of steel, in fact a cast iron girder is 
impossible to find in these days. Yet it is 
reported that. the girders, too, were of cast 
ron, 

“As a matter of fact, neither Mr. Bagge 
nor myself.have been in Forty-sixth Street 
since the work on the building began. We 
have had nothing to do with it, and our re- 
sponsibility rests with the approving of 
our plans at the department. We do not 
attempt to deny that this is not as 
should be. It should be made compulsory 
for the architect to supervise the work, and 
thus bear the responsibility from start to 
finish. *If this were done the buildings 
erected by speculators would be of much 
more honest construction than is the case 
under the present state of affairs. 


QUICKSAND UNDER HOTEL. 


Proprietor of the Patterson Suggests a 
Cause of Disaster. 


Information regarding the wreck of the 
Hotel Darlington to @® effect that the 
building stood on a bed of quicksand was 
furnished last night by A. J. Patterson, 
proprietor of the Patterson Hotel, at 58 and 
60 West Forty-seventh Street, in the rear 
of the collapsed structure. He met with 
the same obstacle when he put up his 
building several years ago. Said Mr. Pat- 
terson: 

“My hotel stands on a plot of ground 
approximately 40 by 100 feet. When the 
cellars were being excavated the men came 
upon. two beds of quicksand, which gave 
them trouble, and which necesitated an 
additional outlay of $10,000 before they 
could be overcome. The beds of quicksan’1 
were under the east wall of the Patterson 
Hotel, and another under the rear wali. 
We had to go down thirty feet before we 
struck bedrock. These beds of quicksand, 
in my opinion, extend all about this neigh- 
borhood, and from the marner in which the 
Darlington collapsed I am confident that 
this was what the trouble was. 

“The Hotel Darlington is within fourteen 
feet of my rear wall. On the.east side 
there is an airshaft about fourteen feet 
square, with a smaller one on the west side. 
I was sitting in the rear window of the 
second floor of my apartment at the time 
of the accident, and it seemed as though 
the whole building telescoped, falling 
straight down as though the foundations 
under the large, light shaft had given way. 

“The property on which the Darlington 
was being erected was formerly occupied by 
St. Stephen’s Church. The front of the cel- 
lar was excavated to a much greater depth 
on account of the,fact that the engine 


room was to be located there. In going 
down they struck rock, and consequently 
found a firm foundation for the steel struct- 
ure. In the rear, however, I did not even 
see borings made to locate rock. The foun- 
dations were laid on concrete, the old cel- 
lar floor being dug out what looked to me 
i be less than twelve inches for the foot- 
ngs. 

“The fact that these footings were so 
close to my rear wall, where quicksand 
had been found, would make this action 
on the part of those engaged in the work 
seem peculiar, to say the least.”’ 

Assistant District Attorney Train was 
greatly interested in the quicksand feature 
of the case when it was brought to his at- 
tention. He said: , 

‘““This opens an entirely new line of in- 
vestigation, and one which seems to be de- 
serving of a most searching inquiry. We 
are proceeding as rapidly as possible, and 
on the strength of Mr. Patterson’s state- 
ments we will certainly call on him for tes- 
timony.”’ 


ARRANGED HIS OWN FUNERAL. 


Tyler Drops Dead Soon After Visiting 
an Undertaker. 


After having made arrangements for his 


funeral, Oscar H. Tyler, fifty-five years 
old, who lived at the Hotel Hastings, 195 
Fulton Street, Brooklyn, died suddenly in 
that hotel last night. ‘ 

Tyler had lived at the hotel for some 
time. He had been in failing health, and a 
day or two ago called on a local undertaker 
and requested him to take charge of his 
body in the event of his death. Last even- 
ing Tyler went into a small room off the 


Larroom and a few minutes later was 
found lying dead upon the floor there. 
Ambulance Surgeon 
Hospital, who was called, said the man had 
apparently died from heart disease. 

Tyler told the people at the hotel that he 
had a daughter who was an actress. 


DEATH FOLLOWS A QUARREL. 


Aged Woman Succumbs to Excitement 
Over Family Controversy.

SCREWS ON MCARREN 


Kings Leadership to be Challenged 
lf He Adheres to Hill. 


TEST TO BE IN COMMITTEE 
a 
Indications That the Brooklyn Senator 
Will Favor Tammany Supremacy 
in State Democracy. 


Intent on clinching control of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee at its meeting in 
Albany to-morrow, Charles F. Murphy 
within the last forty-eight hours has 
brought every bit of power to bear on 
Senator Patrick H. McCarren to induce 
the Brooklyn leader to abandon David B. 
Hill and the Parker boom and to stand 
with Tammany Hall. McCarren came down 
from Albany yesterday afternoon’ to find 
out just what had been happening. After 
he had gone into the situation thoroughly 
it was said by one of his closest friends and 
advisers that in the event of the McCar- 
ren votes being necessary they will be cast 
in accordance with Murphy’s wishes, “to 
a the early State Convention to this 
city. 

Mr. Hill believes that he can control the 
committee himself by a bare margin and 
will demand that either Albany or Syracuse 
be selected as the convention city. One of 
the chief lieutenants of Hill in this fight 
came to New York yesterday, and from 
him it was learned that Hill believes he can 
win on this point if the three McCarren 
votes in Brooklyn remain with him to thé 
end. Neither Hill nor Murphy has any par- 
ticular preference as to the convention date 
and both are willing to accept April 13, the 
birthday of Thomas Jefferson. 

From the time he arrived in the city yes- 
terday afternoon until in the evening, Sena- 
tor McCarren was busily engaged going 
over the Brooklyn situation. He found that 
Murphy had been sending for Brooklyn 
men, and was preparing to make a fight for 
the complete control of the organization 
there in the event of McCarren lining up 
with Hill in the Presidential situation. He 
also found that unless he decided to stand 
with Murphy on the points at issue he 
might be called upon to fight to retain his 
leadership in Kings. McCarren’s friends 
last night declared that as Tammany and 
McClellan are in power, and as Hill and 
Parker are merely possibilities, McCarren 
is more than likely to be found with Mur- 
phy, 

McCarren has an engagement this morn- 
ing with President Frank O'Donnell of the 
Tax Cemmission, and a close friend of 
Murphy. After this he will go to Albany 
to attend the committee meeting, and will 
probably meet Mr. Murphy in Albany to- 
night and go over matters with him for the 
first time in seven weeks. In all that time 
it is said on good authority that the two 
men have not communicated except through 
third parties, so great has the strain be- 
come over the Parker affair. 

Senator McCarren, with a party of 
friends, including Controller Grout, Henry 
Yonge, Luke D. Stapleton, Judge E. Gas- 
ton Higgenbotham, and ex-Judge John 
Woodward, last night attended the per- 
formance of ‘‘ The County Chairman” at 
Wallack’s Theatre, and had supper at the 
Hoffman House later. The Senator declined 
to make any comment on the situation or 
to define his attitude, save to reiterate that 
he regards Judge Parker still as the best 
man to make the run for President. 

Mr. Murphy saw some up-State Demo- 
crats and also his local lieutenants in the 
afternoon and evening at his home in East 
Seventeenth Street. Mr. Murphy will go to 
Albany this morning and will return to 
New York immediately after to-morrow’s 
meeting. 

According to the best information ob- 
tainable last- night, Mr. Murphy is certain 
of having the support of four of t seven 
Brooklyn State Committeemen to act with 
the twelve Tammany members from Man- 
hattan arfd the Bronx. In Brooklyn James 
Shevlin, John L, Shea, William A. Doyle, 
and the proxy for Hugh McLaughlin are 
certain to vote with Murphy, leaving the 
attitude of McCarren, John W. Webber, 
and Edward Glinnen, the two with McCar- 
ren as he directs, still in doubt. 

Murphy, in addition to the sixteen votes 
named as his, is certain of Judge Kenny of 
Richmond, Borough President Joseph Cas- 
sidy of Queens, and ex-Mayor Michael J. 
Walsh of Yonkers, all members from their 
respective Senate districts, or nineteen in 
all, for Murphy. The Tammany leader is 
conceded also to have William B. Kirk of 
Syracuse, proxy for John Dunfee, and 
David Morey of Troy. He is believed to 
have the three committeemen from Buf- 
falo—W. H. Fitzpatrick, John J. Kennedy, 
and Henry Burgard—although the Hill men 
are claiming inroads there. : 

The Hill men are believed to have se- 
cured Patrick H. McCabe of Albany and 
the two Rochester members, William F. 
Balkam and Jacob Gerling, but Murphy has 
taken Charles F, Rattigan of Auburn, so 
that, according to the figures last night, 
the Murphy men were claiming from twen- 
ty-seven to thirty of,the members, while 
the Hill men were claiming twenty-six to 
twenty-eight as theirs. 

Ex-Mavor Kirk of Syracuse, who has the 
proxy for Dunfee, was at the Hoffman 
House Ast night. He declared that he was 
with Murphy and wanted to see the con- 
vention brought to New York. He also de- 
clared he was against any instructions in 


the committee or in the convention, and | 


favored the candidacy of Grover Cleveland 
for President. The fact that Mr. Kirk has 
the proxy for Dunfee caused astonishment 
in the Hill ranks and no little uneasiness. 
It seems that Dunfee has been giving his 
proxy regularly to Melvin Z. Hazen, who 
has charge of the State Committee head- 
quarters in Albany. Recently, however, it 
became evident in Syracuse that Kirk and 
his followers had the Dunfee-McGuire Dem- 
ocrats beaten in Syracuse, and would con- 
trol the organization at the March pri- 
maries and in the conventions. Dunfee 
then turned his proxy in the State Commit- 
tee over to Mr. Kirk and went to West 
Baden, declaring himself “out of politics 
tor good.’””’ Hazen went to Syracuse early 
this week, before Dunfee went away, to 
get the committee proxy, and was told that 
Kirk had it, thus losing a vote to Hill. 

Clinton Beckwithm, the committeeman 
from Herkimer County, was in the city yes- 
terday, but declared that he had not gone 
into the Murphy camp. 

‘“‘I am for Judge Parker for President,” 
said Mr. Beckwith, ‘“‘and I shall use my 
influence in his behalf, in committee and 
in convention.”’ 


HILL MEN ARE CONFIDENT. 


Declare They Are Prepared for Test of 
Strength.

ALBANY, N. Y., March 3.—During the 
last forty-eight hours David B. Hill has 
been marshaling his forces in all parts of 
the State to determine just what his 
strength will be in the State Committee at 
the meeting on Saturday. 

Towight he has. pledges from enough 
members who will attend and proxies for 
those who will be unable to attend to justi- 
fy him, his friends say, in feeling sure that 
he will be in control. 

So confident are Mr. Hill and his friends 
that they have practically decided to make 
a test of strength with Mr. Murphy. The

test will come on the date for the holding 
of the convention, if Mr. Murphy can be in- 
duced to take issue with his up-State rival 
on that point, and if not it will come, it is 
“said by Hill men, on the selection of a place 
for the holding of the convention. Murphy 
has already declared that he was in favor 
of holding the convention in New York City. 
The Hill men, it is said, will favor either 
Albany or Syracuse. 

Even though Hill should find himself in 
control, no attempt will be made to put 
through an indorsement for Judge Parker. 
It has been definitely decided, it is said, 
to leave that matter to the decision of the 
State Convention. 

Up-State Democrats while not desiring 
@ quarrel with Mr. Murphy, will do their 
best to get a definite declaration of his in- 
tentions at the meeting of the committee. 
They do not believe that he is sincere in 
his advocacy of Mr. Cleveland’s candidacy, 
and they think they are prepared to dem- 
onstrate to him that he cannot hope to 
nominate Mr. McClellan. 


PARKER TALK IN INDIANA. 


Congressman Lamb Says Hoosiers Re- 
gard the Hearst Boom as a Joke. 


Congressman John E. Lamb of Indiana, 
who represents the Terre Haute district in 
the House, is at the Hoffman House. 
Speaking of the political situation last 
night, "Mr. Lamb said that the only Presi- 
dential talk in. his State centres about 
Parker and Gorman, the latter, however, 
having died out considerably. 

“We do not hear any Cleveland or any 
Hearst talk out our way,” he said, in re- 
sponse to questions. ‘‘Cleveland is re- 
garded as not possible, from a third-term 
point of view, while the Hearst boom is 
regarded as a joke.

_NEW PILOT COMMISSIONER. 


Vernon H. Brown Elected by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 


A batch of committee reports and reso- 
lutions were presented to a special meet- 
ing yesterday of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, called to elect a Commissioner of 
Pilots to succeed William B. Hilton, de- 
ceased. President Morris K. Jesup pre- 
sided. 

Vernon H. Brown was elected to the va- 
can office of Commissioner of Pilots. Most 
of the reports were laid over for the next 
regular meeting, in accordance with the 
custom of the Chamber. The special Com- 
mittee on Sidewalk Obstruction reported a 
proposed ordinance the esential features of 
which were as follows: 

That no person, under penalty of $5, shall 
handle or place any goods, wares, or—mer- 
chandise or allow such to be placed out- 
side stoop lines, except goods in process 
of loading or unloading; that no public 
cartman, or driver, under penalty of $10, 
shall allow his vehicle to stand in the 
street so as to obstruct traffic; that no 
agent or owner of a vehicle, under penalty 
of $5 for first offense, $10 for second of- 
fense, and a like fine, with revocation of 
license, for third offense, shall allow a 
vehicle to be left standing. on any side- 
walk, unless for the purpose of loading or 
unloading at a public licensed platform; 
that the Police Commissioner may issue 
license for the erection of a loading plat- 
form where the ground floor is more than 
twenty-four inches above sidewalk grade, 
except that on Broadway, Fifth Avenue, 
West Broadway, Park Row, and any street 
in Manhattan terminating in a ferry such 
license shall be issued only after hearing 
before the Deputy Commissioner in charge 
of street traffic. = 

The ordinance further proposed that 
licensed platforms shall be not less than 
three feet wide, shall be provided with 
steps, shall be kept free for three feet 
from the outer edge whenever a vehicle is 
standing on the sidewalk, and shall be 
licensed at the rate of $1 per front foot. 

The Committee on Internal Trade and 
Improvements reported resolutions, which 
were adopted, to the effect that the Cham- 
ber protested against differentials existing 
in tavor of other cities, called upon the 
earriers involved to confer in the matter, 
and recommended the reference of the ques- 


tion to the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion or other board of arbitrators. 

The Committee on Foreign Commerce 
and Revenue Laws reported in favor of the 
bill pending in Congress authorizing the 
President to correspond with the principal 
maritime powers for the extension of the 
exemption principle to private property at 
sea not contraband of war, and the special 
Committee on the Subway reported on the 

articipation of the Chamber in the open- 
ng ceremonies. 


MEXICO TO BUILD UP NAVY. 


To Have Modern Battleships and For- 
tify Her Ports.

CITY OF MEXICO, Feb. 20.—Govern- 
ment enigneers are preparing plans for a 
modern fortress to be built on San Juan de 
Ulua Island, just outside of Vera Cruz Har- 
bor. The fortress will replace the old mili- 
tary prison now maintained on the island, 
and it is expected that work will be com- 
menced with the present year.

TO SHOW NEW HARBOR 
PLANS AT BIG FAIR 


Part of War Department’s Exhibit 
for St. Louis. 


SHIP MODELS AND A DREDGE 


Ambrose Channel Project to Provide 
for Deeper Vessels Than Are 
Now: Afloat. 


Part of the exhibit of the United States 
War Department for the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion. was on view yesterday at the Army 
Building, on Whitehall Street, where engi- 
neers, ship owners, and agents and people 
interested in the forthcoming harbor im- 
provéments called to look at it. The ex- 
hibit consists of models of five vessels, one 
sailing ship, three types of steamships, and 
a model of a new steam dredge that is be- 
ing built by the Government to dig the 
Ambrose channel in the lower harbor. 

The dredge is built on the lines of a 
steamship and is 288 feet long. She is of twin 


screw type, and is similar to an ordinary, 


steamship except that she has no hold. In 
place of the hold are two hoppers, one for- 
ward and one aft, into which the sand from 
the bottom of the bay will be Mean. On 
either side of the vessel about midships is 
a swivel joint connection with twenty-inch 
suction pipes, each eighty rect long. 

When the vessel is working she drops 
these pipes to the bottom, then moving 
along just fast enough to give her steerage 
way she draws the sand and water through 
the pipes into the hoppers. The total ca- 
pacity of the hoppers is 2,200 cubic yards. 
When loaded the vessel will pass out to sea, 
where she will discharge by means of fun- 
r.el-shaped valves in her bottom which are 
controlled from the deck. 

It is calculated that this vessel, working 
on ordinary bottom, can load in one hour, 
and working all this time will be able to 
earry off six loads a day. She does away 
with scows and can work in all kinds of 
weather, by which the Government hopes 
to save both time and money. The dredge 
will be named thc. Atlantic, is now building 
at the works of the Marvland Steel Com- 
pany, end will be launched in April. 

The other models will be used to illus- 
irate the necessity for deepening the chan 
nels entering the port of New York. The 
first model, that of the full-rigged ship 
Dreadraucht, shows that type of vessel 
used in 1800. She had a depth of but 11 
feet and could safely pass into the harbor 
at all times. The next model shows the 
Britannia, the first side-wheeler to cross to 
this port from England. She had a depth 
of 12 feet and needed no channels. 

The next model, that of the Borussia, 
which was built in 1857, first showed the 
necessity of deep channeis. She drew 16 
feet of water and could enter the port onl: 
at high water. Three years later, when the 
Arizona, the first of the big ocean grey- 
hounds, was built, the Governemnt started 
to deepen the approaches to New York, and 
in 1884 the work of excavating for the main 
ship channel and Gedney’s Channel was 
begun. The Arizona was of 22 feet depth, 
and when a west wind was blowing, carry- 
ing the water out of the harbor, she could 
not get in even at high tide. 

The channels. which were built then, 
were made 30 feet deep, and it was sup- 
posed that they would do for all time. Re- 
cently with the building of the Oceanic, a 
model of which was shown yesterday, and 
of other great vessels the old channels 
have been found too shallow, and every one 
of the large vessels has been compelled to 
wait for the high tide in order to pass in.

MORMON HIERARCHY 
HAS POLITIGAL POWER 


To Run for Senator, Smoot Had to 
Ask Apostles. 


PRESIDENT SMITH’S CHILDREN 


He Admits He Has Been Violating State 
Laws Against Polygamy—Apos- 
tles Do It Also. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Admission by 
Joseph F. Smith, President of the Mormon 
Church, that to an extent the nierarchy 
exercises control over political actions of its 
leaders was one of the features of the 
Smoot inquiry before the Senate Committee 
on Privileges and Elections to-day. 

Inquiry had been made by several mem- 
bers of the committee as to what Mr. Tay- 
ler, counsel for the protesting organiza- 
tions, expected to prove by certain ques- 
tioning. Mr. Tayler said: ; 

“I expect to prove that Mr. Smoot couid 
not by any possibility put himself up 
against his associates in his actions.” 

“Not even in his vote as a United States 
Senator?’’ asked Mr. Beveridge. 

‘“‘No; not even in his vote as a Senator,’ 
responded Mr. Tayler. _° 

Mr. Tayler said Mr. Smoot would 
bound to follow the direction of the 
Church, not only in spiritual affairs but 
also in temporal things, because under the 
definitions of the Church it is impossible 
to distinguish between the two. 

A rule of the Church was quoted in re- 
gard to the release from duties of certain 
members not apostles or others in high 
positions in order to perform other duties, 
and Mr. Tayler asked: 

“Was it necessary for Mr. Smoot to get 
consent to run for Senator?”’ 

‘He had to get the consent of his asso- 
ciate apostles and the First Presidency,” 
said Mr. Smith, “in order to go before the 
Legislature. He obtained that consent.’’ 

Mr. Smith said if Mr. Smoot had persisted 
in running for office without the consent of 
his associates he would not haye lost his 
official position, but would have been out 
of harmony with “ The Twelve.” 

The Moses Thatcher incident was taken 
up. Mr. Smith said Mr. Thatcher, who lost 
his apostleship because he refused to seek 
ecunsel in political affairs, had remained 
for years an apostle, though not in harmony 
with his associates. He remained in that po- 
sition until finally removed by the apostles. 
When asked the reasons for the differences 
of opinion between Mr. Thatcher and the 
other apostles, Mr. Smith said there were 
various causes. 

“Was it because he desired to become a 
candidate for United States -Senator?”’ 
asked Mr, Tayler. 

“For United States Senator or something 
of that kind,’’ answered the witness. 

The day’s session brought out a further 
sensation in the frank admissions of Presi- 
dent Smith in regard to his open and de- 
fiant disregard of the law forbidding pol ya; 
amy. He said he had married five wives 
before the abolition of polygamy and he had 
kept them and had lived with them. Thir- 
teen children had been born*to~him by these 
various wives since 1890, when the Wood- 
ruff manifesto was issued. ‘ 

Counsel for the petitioners concluded their 
examination with the close of the day, and 
to-morrow Senator Smoot’s counsel will 
cross-examine Mr. Smith. 

The admissions made by President Smith 
were received with astonishment by the 
committee. Evidently the Senators had net 
believed the allegations that had been made 
against the Mormons. They do.not now 
believe one set of charges that have been 
filed, to the effect that Senator Smoot is 
himself a polygamist. 

The general burden of the day’s disclos- 
ures was against Senator Smoot, and Sen- 
ators and others discussed the matter 
gravely. Some even went so far as to 
say that the only remedy that Congress 
could attempt would be to declarg the seats 
of both Senator Smoot and Senafor Kearns 
and Representative Howell vacant. 

This opinion is based on the fact that the 
apostles of the church who signed the 
prayer to the President of the United States 
lor amnesty and made pledges that their 
people wouid obey the law of the territory 
if Utah were admitted as a State are to- 
day living in polygamy. 

When pressed to justify his position on 
polygamy, Presicent Smith made this state- 
ment to the comrtnittee: 

**In regard to the status of polygamy at 
the time of the manifesto I want to say 
that after the hearing before the Master 
of Chancery I understood that we should 
abstain from relations with our plural tam- 
ilies, and that rule was observed up to 
the time the enabling act went into effect 
admitting Utah as a State. Under that act 
the only prohibition was that plural mar- 
riages should cease. s 

“I married my first wife more than thir- 
ty-eight years ago, and my last wife more 
than twenty years ago. By these wives I 
have had children, and I have preferred to 
take my own chances with the law and suf- 
fer any consequences the law might visit 
upon me rather than to abandon these chil- 
dren and their mothers, ; 

“IT have continued to live with them since 
the manifesto of 1890, and they have borne 
me children since that date. I was fully 
aware of what I was doing. I knew I was 
amenable to the law, but as I say, I pre- 
ferred to face that situation rather than to 
desert them.’’ 

“How many children have you had since 
the manifesto of 1800?"’ asked Mr. Taylor. 

“Eleven since 1890,”" said Mr. Smith. 

Continuing, he said: **‘ Each of my five 
wives have borne me children. I rather 
think that one of them has had three chil- 
dren. I could tell you a little later.’’ 

Asked about George Teasdale, John W. 
Taylor, and Heber J. Grant, Mr. Smith 
said they all were reputed to be polyga- 
mists. 

Mr. Smith was especially questioned con- 
cerning F. M. Lyman, President of the 
Aposties and in the line of succession to 
himself, and said that Mr. Lyman was 
reputed to have two wives.

VAN COTT’S WASHINGTON TRIP. 


Says He Didn’t Discuss Post Office Af- 
fairs—Heard Nothing About Shake-Up. 


Postmaster Van Cott, who returned to his 
office yesterday after a hurried visit to 
Washington, was inclined to be rather reti- 


| cent regarding the purpose of his trip at a 


time when the special report of the In- 
spectors who have been investigating the 
affairs of the local Post Office is under 
consideration by the President and Post- 
master General Payne. 

‘“‘T went to Washington chiefly on private 
business connected with a company in 
which I am interested,” said Mr. Van Cott, 
‘*I] only remained there a few hours. Yes—I 
saw the Postmaster General, but I only 
dropped in on him to pay my respects, as I 
always do when in Washington. I remained 
with him only a couple of minutes and we 
did not discuss Post Office affairs at all.” 

‘While in Washington did you hear any- 
thing regarding the rumored impending 
shake-up in the New York Post Office? ”’ 

“Not a word. All I know comes from 
the newspapers, and I do not know how 
good their information is. In the meantime, 
I am trying to sit here and be a good boy, 


attend to business, and do no talking what- 
ever on the subject. I am pretty certain, 
though, that the Inspectors could not find 
anything in the way of irregularities in this 
oftice. We conduct it to the best of our 
ability, handicapped somewhat by depart- 
mental regulations which were framed 
twenty years ago, when this office was 
about half the size it is now.”

NEGRO NOT HIS GUEST, 
SAYS MR. CLEVELAND 


Calls Story Deliberate Fabrication 
Out of Whole Cloth. 


SCORES CONGRESSMAN SCOTT 


Made a “ Display of His Evil Propensi- 
ties,” He Says, in Letter Read 
Floor of House.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Vigorous de- 
nial that he once entertained a negro at 
the White House table is made by ex-Pres- 
ident Cleveland in a letter read in the 
House to-day by Representative Webb of 
North Carolina, to whom it is addressed. 
The negro in question was C. H: J. Taylor, 
Recorder of Deeds of the District of Co- 
lumbia during Mr. Cleveland's Presidency, 
and the assertion that he had been Mr. 
Cleveland’s guest was made on the floor 
of the House last Monday by Representa- 
tive Scott, Republican, of Kansas. The let- 
ter is as follows: 
“ Princeton, N. J., March 2, 1904. 

‘“‘Hon. E. ¥Y. Webb, House of Representa- 


tives. 
“Dear Sir: It is a small concern to me 


that a Mr. Scott has seen fit to use my 
name in a display of_his evil propensities 
on the floor of the House of Representa- 


tives. 

“In answer to your inquiry, however, 
I have to say of his statement that a col- 
ored man, C. H. J. Taylor, took luncheon 
with me at the White House, that it is a 
deliberate fabrication out of whole cloth. 

““ As far as Mr. Taylor is concerned, I un- 
derstand, prior to his appointment as Reg- 
ister of Deeds at Washington, that he had 
served as an assistant in the office of the 
City Attorney at Kansas City. His nomi- 
nation as Registrar was confirmed by the 
Senate, and he served in that place with 
intelligence _and efficiency. He has since 
died. Some people restrain themselves from 


abusing the dead. 

“My inquiries concerning Mr. Taylor be- 
fore his appointment, my observation of 
him during his incumbency, and the little 
I have known of him since satisfy me that 
his character is very unjustly attacked in 
the diatribe of Mr. Scott. 

“One charge is made against Mr. Taylor 
by Mr. Scott which he doubly clinches with 
truth when he declares: ‘He was a_ black 
negro.’ I am led, however, to doubt his 
familiarity with his subject when he adds, 
‘as black as you ever saw.’ Yours very 
truly, GROVER CLEVELAND.” 

Mr. Webb, commenting on the letter, 
said: ‘‘Mr. Cleveland was a friend of the 
negro, but not a fool friend. He never by 
word or act encouraged the dream of social 
equality in the breast of the black man.” 
This was greeted with applause by the 
Democrats. ‘‘ Again,” he continued, “he 
was the friend of the colored man, but he 
also was the friend of the Southern white 
man, and sympathized with us in our race 
problems and race burdens, and that, Sir, 
is more than Mr. Roosevelt seemed ever to 
have done.”’ 

Mr. Scott promptly offered an apology to 
the ex-President, saying he had never 
heard denied the report to which he had 
referred. 

Mr. Williams, the minority leader, 
charged that Mr. Roosevelt had dined 
Booker T. Washington to carry the light 
of example to the South, which does not 
believe in social equality. The Administra- 
tion, said Mr. Williams, would not appoint 
a Chinaman as a Postmaster on the Pacific 
Coast if he possessed the ability of Li 
Hung-Chang. The whole incident, he said, 
showed the underlying hypocricy of the 
contention that all men are socially equal 
regardless of color, race, traits, and tend- 
encies.” 

Mr.'Scott inquired who had been a 
social equality. 

“I have understood,’ replied Mr. Will- 
jams. ‘‘that the political theory of your 
household of political faith for the last 
twenty years has been that men, regardless 
of color, traits, tendencies, race character- 
istics, capabilities, or what not, ought to 
be strictly equal politically. But that is not 
all, The head of your party set the example 
of social equality in the only manner in 
which it can be set, by inviting a black man 
to a table.” 

The minority leader said he was not quar- 
reling with Mr. Roosevelt, adding: 

“He has a perfect right to invite a col- 
ored man if he chooses, but as far as I 
know, he waited until he was President of 
the United States, so it could bear an offi- 
cial stamp before he ever did it.” 

Mr. Scott said he had made no imputation 
of fault against Mr. Cleveland. He simply 
had recalled the incident because the Dem- 
ocratic Party had gone into hysterics be- 
cause one man had invited a colored man 
to his table. 

“All right,” said Mr. Williams, “I am 
glad to hear that, because I thought the 
gentleman had a sharp stick and was after 
my dear and much-adored old friend, 
Grover Cleveland.” [Laughter.]

TO DOCK OR NOT TO DOCK. 
Senators Hear Arguments on Bill 
Against Shortening Horses’ Tails. 


ALBANY, March 3.—The Senate Commit- 
tee to-day gave a hearing on Senator 
Armstrong’s bill forbiding the docking of 
horses’ tails, and advocates and opponents 
of the measure were heard. 

Col. William Jay of New York City spoke 
in opposition to the measure. ‘‘ There are 
many.and diverse reasons,’’ said Col. Jay, 
‘“why this bill should not be passed. It 
would do great injury to business and 
would put an end to coaching as a sport. 
It is absurd to say that docking is cruel or 
that the owrers of docked horses are less 
considerete than others. In fact, the own- 
ers of docked horses are, generally, reater 
lovers of horseflesh than any one else. 

Arthur J. Baldwin of New York said 
there were 15,000 docked horses in Man- 
hattan alone, and in London 28,000 were 
used on cmnibuses and 26,000 in the cab 
He insisted that the bill was an 
unwarranted invasion of property rights. 

Meier Steinbeck of New York read ex- 
tracts cf cpinions of a veterinary surgeon, 
who said that the docking of horses was 
not cruel.

Senator ARMSTRONG—Making it a misde- 
meanor to sell or place in the possession of per- 
sons under eighteen any weapon that uses blank 
or loaded cartridges. The law at present speci- 
fies the age of sixteen. 


Senator ELSBERG—a<Authorizing New York 
City Assessors to estimate and allow damages 
sustained by owners of property fronting streets 
approaching the East River Bridge. 


VILLAGE VOTES TO SECEDE. 


South Orange Would Leave Township 
Control, but Fight Is Promised.

SOUTH ORANGE, N. J., March 3.—At a 
special election yesterday the voters here 
decided to favor a separation of the village 
from South Orange Township, the bill for 
which has passed both houses of the Legis- 
lature, only needing the result of the elee- 
tion yesterday to make it a law. A light 
vote was polled, 306 ballots being cast in 
favor of the separation, while only 88 were 
against it. 

The Tcwnship Committee intends to im- 
mediately inquire into the validity of the 
act under which the election was held. In 
the meantime preparations are being made 
for the township election next Tuesday, 
just as if the separation had not been voted 
on, and citizens of the village will be al- 
lowed to vote as before, if they choose to 
do so. The affair promises to lead to an 
interesting controversy. 


NEW HAVEN’S TROLLEY DEAL. 


Details of Purchase of Lines by the 
Consolidated Road. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 3.—The deal 
whereby the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railréad will acquire the street 
railway lines of the Fair Haven and West- 
ville Railroad was Officially confirmed to- 
night. Sufficient stock has been pledged 
to make the deal a certainty. 

In exchange for the stock of the street 
railway compagy the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad will give cer- 


tificates at the rate of $50 per share, pay- 
able fifty years from April 1, 1904, with 31% 
per cent, interest.

SHAW ISSUES CALL 
FOR CANAL MILLIONS 


Banks Must Transfer 20 Per Cent. 
of Holdings by March 25. 


WILL AMOUNT TO $30,000,000 


Remainder of $50,000,000 to Come from 
Treasury—No Payment Until Pana- 
ma Company Gives Up Property. 


Special to The New York Times. 

“WASHINGTON, March 3.—Secretary 
Shaw to-day issued a call on the depository 
banks for a, transfer of 20 per cent. of their 
holdings of public money to secure deposits 
to the credit of the United States Treasur- 
er, the transfer to be made not later than 
March 25. This call will aggregate upward 
of $30,000,000, and will be held on deposit 
in ten of the New York City banks until 
require] to meet payments on account of 
the Panama Canal. 

This action is the result of a cunference 
held by the Fresident, Secretary Hay, Sec- 
retary Shaw, and Attorney General Knox. 
The Attenney General held that the Presi- 
dent wis authorized, to make immediate 
payment or $16,000,060 to the Republic of 
Panama, but it was decided that this pay- 
ment shall not be made until the property 
has been actually transferred to the United 
States. 

It is not apprehended that any question 
as to title wili arise and the action of this 
Governn'ent is simply precautionary. The 
expectation is that the transfer can be 
made within thirty deys. The call for $30,- 
000,000 from the depository banks indicates 
that the remainder of the $50,000,000, to be 
paid upon transfer of the property of the 
canal company, will be taken from the 
available cash balance in the Treasury. 
That balance is now roundly $225,000,000. 


Twenty-threa New York City’ banksare sub- 
ject to Secretary Shaw’s call, carrying Gov- 
ernment deposits of $38,761,900. The 20 per 
cent to be paid over by them will amount 
to $7,752,380. The process of making the 
transfers of deposits through New York 
banks is described in this fashion: There 
are ten central tanks here which are to re- 
ceive the deposits turned in by others. 
leven warrants will be drawn on the New 
York Sub-Treasury, one for the amount it 
is to pay and the remaining ten for the 
amount handled through each one of the | 
ten depository banks. 

The warrants will be delivered to J. P. 
Morgan & Co. as representatives of the 
Panama Covernment, and the banking firm 
will deposit the warrant corresponding to 
the amount allotted to each bank with that 
institution. Then, upon the issuance of the 
call upon the banks to surrender their 20 
per cent. of deposits, the warrants will be 
indorsed over to the Sub-Treasurer at New 
York. In this way the only transfer of 
cash, until the final withdrawals by the 
bankers at the call of the Panama Govern- 
ment, will be that of the Sub-Treasury 
share of the payment to the bank where it 
is to be deposited. 

It is believed that of the $10,000,000, at 
least $8,000,000 will remain here in the 
shape of investment in Government bonds. 
The withdrawal of the other $2,000,000 will 
not, it is held, disturb the local money mar- 
ket,

SHOOTS IN WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Insane Discharged Soldier Seriously 


Wounds a Messenger. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Willlam J. 
O’Brien, an insane @ischarged soldier, until 
recently confined in St. Elizabeth’s Asylum, 
entered the War Department this mornirg, 
and, going to the Mail and Record Division, 
drew a revolver and shot Robert J. Man- 
ning, a messenger, and Arthur Wiecker, a 
clerk. 

Manning’s wound is on the right side, 
just above the kidneys, and is dangerous. 
Wiecker was shot in the left arm. 

It required half a dozen men finally to 
subdue the maniac. Prominent among 
thems was Lieut. Gen. Chaffee, Chief of 
Staff. 

O’Brien went to Charles Brandt, the 
Chief of the Mail and Record Division, and 
expressed dissatisfaction with his dis- 
charge papers. Then, without a word of 
warning, he drew the pistol from his pocket 
and aimed it at Mr, Brandt’s head. Brandt 
ducked, and the bullet entered the arm of 
Mr. Wiecker. O’Brien then turned the 
weapon on Miss Saxton, a clerk, and fired. 
She too dodged, and the bullet struck Man- 
ning. 

Officials of the War Department are in- 
censed at the Superintendent of St. Eliza- 
beth’s Asylum for permitting O’Brien to g9 | 
at large. As far back as 1897, it is stated, 
O’Brien was paroled and went to the de- 
partment a number of times. His manner 
was so threatening that the department of- 
ficials notified the then Superintendent of 
the asylum that the man was a dangerous 
character.and should be confined.

Stroke of Paralysis Follows His Daugh- 
ter’s Marriage. 


The Rev. Dr. Samuel H. Virgin, for thirty 
years pastor of the Pilgrim Congregational 
Church, who was stricken with paralysis on 
the night of Feb. 15, is now out of danger 
and improving steadily. 

It is believed that the stroke was induced 
by excitement, attendant upon the wedding 
of his daughter, which had taken place the 
day before at the residence of his son, Dr.

‘BASEBALL SCHEDULE OUT 


American League Announces Its 
Series of Games. 


New York and Boston Open on April 14 
in This City—Minor National 
‘ « League Changes. 


Représeniatives of the National and 
American Baseball Leagues practically 
completed yesterday the business for which 
they were called together early in the 
week, all that remains being the adoption 
of a schedule by the National organization. 
This will be done at a brief session to-day 
at the Hotel Victoria. The American 

ague anpcunced its playing dates for the 
season. 

As against 140 games last year there will 
be 154 this season. Conflicting dates be- 
tween the rival leagues are numerous, the 
American having eleven in this city, twelve 
in Boston, twelve in Chicago, thirteen in 
St. Lovi., and six in Philadelphia. Last 
year there were only two days in which the 
local clubs clashed. The Greater New 
Yorks will open the season on their grounds 
with the champion Bostons on April 14, and 
close the season at home with the same 
team on Oct. 10 with two games. On Me- 
niorial Day, May 30, the only big game in 
this city will be between the Greater New 
Yorks and the ex-champions from Phila- 
Geiphia, On July 4 the Americans will play 
in Philadeiphia, and on Labor Day, Sept. 5, 
the two teams will play in this city, the 
National League nine also playing at the 
Polo Grcunds. The conflicting dates here 
will be on May 26, 27, 28, July 26, 30, Sept.

The Sunday games awarded to Chicago 
and St. Louis are equally divided, each city 
getting sixteen at home. 

The National League at its meeting at the 
Hotel Victcria ratified the report of the 
committee on playing rules, and also the 
report of the committee on the revision of 
the constitution, which was composed of 
Brush, Herrmann, and Potter.

SOFT COAL DEARER. 


An Advance of 25 Cents a Ton Reported 
This Week. 


Bituminous coal, the market for which 
had been in a stagnant condition for many 
months, felt a revival a couple of weeks 
ago, since which time prices have advanced 
rapidly.

BALTIMORE FIRE LESSONS. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

With many of your readers I have been 
much interested in the letters on the Bal- 
timore fire which have appeared in your 
columns, notably one signed “J. C. Bay- 
lis.""* I have also carefully read reports in 
the different scientific journals, such as 
Engineering News, Engineering Record, 
The Iron Age, &c., and the conclusion ar- 
rived at from all these sources is, in my 
mind, as Mr, Perez M. Stewart says: “In 
every instance where modern practice in 
covering the steel frame in constructing 
floor arches and partitions had been hon- 
estly followed the damage suffered has 
been relatively small. Every form of con- 
struction recognized as weak by experts 


failed in Baltimore.” This would seem to 
place the responsibility upon architects, 
either to confess ‘‘ignorance of modern 
practice’ or be impaled on the other horn 
of the dilemma. 

The result to be expected from the in- 
terest which this fire has aroused, and the 
discussions and reports in our daily papers, 
is that the lessons evolved are being im- 

ressed upon the goaesat publie and the 
nvestor. When e latter learns that 
buildings can now be put up to which no 
fire can do more than suspend temporarily 
their earning capacity, investors will em- 
ploy only such architects as are familiar 
with modern practice and who will see to it 
that it is honestly followed.

Positive Trolley Wires Said to Avert 
Corrosion. 


Insulation in Use Often Not the Best to 
be Had—Value of the Earth for a 
Return Considered to be Nil. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In a full column article, entitled the 
“Dangers of Electricity,” appearing in 
your issue of the 14th inst., Mr. H. W. 
Spang criticises the attitude of electrical 
engineers in regard to the dangers to prop- 
erty, through fire and electrolysis, attend- 
ing the use of the electric current. He 
evidently believes that electrical engineers 
in general have no true conception of the 
dangers involved in the careless handling 
of electrical energy, and that they make 
light of what little danger they have 
cognizance. 

He speaks of the “great grounding ac- 
tion” of the trolley railway current. Now, 
there is no inherent tendency for any cir- 
cuit, trolley or otherwise, to become 
grounded, except in so far as it is de- 
liberately grounded by construction. Neith- 
er is there any difficulty to insulate prop- 
erly any part of a grounded circuit, the 
trolley wire, for instance, in procuring in- 
sulation that will not “ fail under present 
engineering practice.” 

If an electric current, however, has the 
choice of two parallel paths it will divide, 
the current in each of the two paths being 
Inversely as their electrical resistances. 
So in a trolley circuit of the usual con- 
struction the current has the choice of 
two circuits from the car wheels back to 
the power house—first through the rail 
circuit, and, second, through the ground. 
This is not, however, because there is any 
inherent “‘ grounding action” of the trol- 
ley current, but because by construction 
the earth fe has been deliberately put 
in parallel with the ground return cir- 
cuit, since the rail is in contact with the 
ground throughout its entire length. 

The fractional part of the total return 
current that passes through the ground 
depends directly on the electrical resist- 
ance of the rail circuit, and inversely on 
the resistance of the ground circuit, and 
hence may be comparatively great or small, 
depending on local conditions. It is this 
stray current, which, if pipe lines afford 
a convenient path, takes to the pipes, cor- 
rodes them through electrolysis at the 
point at which it again leaves them. This 
has in the past produced much damage 
to pipes, and to the lead sheaths of under- 
ground telephone cables, and probably still 
does in some instances. 

Wherever difficulty in this respect has 
been met, however, it has been reduced to 
a negligible amount. In fact, in Boston, 
where formerly great trouble was expe- 
rienced from the corrosion of telephone 
cable sheaths especially, the city electrician 
assured me some years ago that, by The 
simple expedient of making the trolley wire 
positive instead of negative—which is at 
present the universal custom—and by tap- 
ping a heavy copper cable to the pipe sys- 
tems in the neighborhood of the power- 
house to the negative dynamo terminal, the 
trouble had been entirely overcome. 

This cable prevented the return of the 
current from the pipes to the ground, 
which is the immediate cause of the corro- 
sion. I don’t think that Mr. Spang will find 
insulated pipe joints advocated very widely, 
since, if the current persists in the pipe, 
corrosion will occur at every joint, instead 
of within a small district. 

Wherever both ends of a return circuit 
are grounded some of the current may find 
its way back through the earth. The only 
way to prevent this is to insulate the re- 
turn circuit from the earth. This means, 
for ordinary street railways, that the rails 
would have to be abandoned as a return 
circuit. As a matter of fact. that is ex- 
actly what has been done on the street cars 
of the Metropolitan Street Railway, two 
underground trolleys being used. 

The statement that the value of the earth 
for a return for railway circuits is practi- 
cally nil, Mr. Spang dignifies by terming jt 
rot. If he had ever tried to find out why 
excessive voltage was used up in overcom- 
ing the resistance of a return circuit, even 
though a pension of the current may flow 
through the earth, he would change his 
views on that subj A broken bond is 
usually the cause. 

The street railway engineer desires that 
his return shall cause as little drop in volt- 
age as possible, and hence bonds his rails 
as perfectly as may be. An unbonded rail 
return will cause a very great loss in volt- 
age in the return circuit, except under ab- 
normal conditions, showing conclusively 
that, although the earth may take a por- 
tion of the current, it only takes a small 

art, and that its value to the railway man 

s practically nil. 

When trolley roads were first built the 
value of bonding in this respect was not 
appreciated. This is one of the many 
things in electric railroading that was not 
discovered by laboratory experiments. 
Country roads that have _ no electrolysis 
troubles to deal with bond their rails as 
carefully as the city roads. 

I do not wish to convey, however, that 
electrolysis is not going on at the present 
time, due to the overhead trolleys with raii 
return in Brooklyn and the Bronx. Such 
troubles, if found, may be greatly reduced, 
if not actually overcome. Nothing but a 
survey vf the territory in question can de- 
termine whether trouble is to be appre- 
hended or not.

WELLS NEAR WATER’S EDGE. 


Plan for Abundant Supply That. Was 
Considered by Col. Waring. 


Tc the Editor of The New York Times: 

Shortly before the, late Col. Waring left 
for Havana he sent for me. through his 
brother-in-law, Mr. W. 8S. Blunt, to explain 
to him fully my plan for using river water 
for fire, street flushing, and bathing pur- 
poses. Of all the men in public life to whom 
I have spoken of my plan Col. Waring was 
the only one who grasped my idea, favered 
and understood it. His sanction, however, 
was enough to convince me that my idea 
is correct. It is as follows: 

To drill wells near the water edge on 
both sides of the city from the Battery to 
Harlem at certain stations. From these 
wells we would obtain a naturally filtered 
water, pumped into a reservoir or tank on 
a water tower similar to the Australian or 
New Zealand well towers. Water thus fil- 
tered would make a real cleaning agent, 
and if used for fire purposes would be far 
less destructive than river water. As it is, 
it is a serious question whether water taken 
from the river direct is fit for any pur- 
pose. Being heavily charged with sus- 
pended matter of the foulest description, 


goods and material saturated with river 
water would be utterly destroyed. 

Filtered water would be the greatest 
blessing ever given to the overpopulated 
districts during the hot season. In Win- 
ter during a thaw it would remove more 
snow in a day than men and carts could 
aceomplish in a month. All large business 
houses would willingly pay a salt water 
tax and get lower insurance rates. Apart- 
ments, factories, and hotels could use fil- 
tered water for flushing and bathing pur- 
poses. Natatoriums, which New ork 
sorely needs, would be constructed and 
run on a paying basis, the present rate of 
10 cents r 750 gallons for Croton water 
being prohibitory to a paying investment in 
swimming baths of any size, accommodat- 
ing a large number of people. Last, but

WATER SUPPLY PROBLEM. 


Trunk Pipe from Champlain Suggested 
as a Solution. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read the various articles on the 
subject of water supply for the City of 
New York, and offer the following plan 
as a solution, which, to my mind, is prac- 
ticable, cheap, and will furnish pure and 
wholesome water for all time to come not 
for the City of New York alone, but many 
other cities, villages, and towns of the 
State of New York—in fact, jt can be car- 
ried out for the whole State. 

The time has arrived when the individual 
cities should stop building enormous dams 
and acquiring title in fee to vast water- 
sheds at enormous and useless expense. 
More pure and wholesome water than can 
ever be used by the people of this State is 
now running to waste from Lake Cham- 
plain and Laké George, to say nothing of 
the water from our Western lakes. 

The Legislature should pass a law ap- 
pointing a State Water Commission com- 
posed of three members, (or four and make 
it non-partisan,) authorize bonds to be 
issued from time to time, and the building 
of a large trunk water pipe in the towpath 
of the Champlain Canal, the title of which 
is already in the State, from Whitehall to 
Troy or Albany; from Albany to New York 
City build the trunk water pipe along the 
river bank in the bed of the riyer, the 
title of same being already in the State. 

Build lateral pipes to connect with water 
pipes of the present system of each village, 
town, and city bordering on the large 


trunk water pipe, and when State lands { 


cannot be used, condemn the easement or 
right of way, and not take any title in fee. 

Each place furnished with water should 
be charged the cost of necessary connecting 


pipes and easements acquired from the 
main trunk water pipe, and a certain price 
per gallon for all water delivered. The 
ecst of the main trunk water pipe could be 
paid in ten, twenty, or thirty years from a 
surplus fund that should be made up of 
certain sums set aside each year from 
water receipts to retire the bonds. 

Lake Champlain would furnish water in 
abundance, pure and wholesome, for all 
time to come; but if necessary Lake George 
can be tappe@, and we would have the 
finest and purest of water. It is high time 
that New York City and all the other cities 
of the State, at a waste of millions of dol- 
lars to obtain water for to-day, should 
cease their useless efforts and a practicable 
plan that will stop this waste of money be 
put,into operation, and the floods of water 
annually going to waste ,be used. 

Is not this plan practicable? Any one 
will admit water in abundance can be ob- 
tained. Is it cheap? The sole cost will be 
for pipe and labor, the State already being 
the owner in fee of all lands to be occupied, 
and the water taken will be that running 
to waste. The State, therefore, can_fur- 
nish this water at a very low cost, and our 
taxpayers will be saved much money. 

In our sister State of Massachusetts they 
have a State Sewer Commission, with an 
exactly similar plan as to sewers for cities 
of that State which has been a great suc- 
cess, and which has suggested to my mind 
this plan for a water system. 

If our State will at once pass a law 
carrying out this proposed plan, all of the 
inhabitants of our State, (for water can be 
brought from our Western States via the 
Erie Canal pipe line,) at a nominal charge, 
can and will be eee and

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have studied with great interest the 
Naval Appropriation bill just presented, 
and desire to draw the attention of our fel- 
low-citizens to it. 

In this bill eight new ships are author- 
ized at a total cost of $29,885,000. This in- 
cludes one 16,000-ton battleship, at $7,775,- 
000; two first-class armored cruisers of 
14,500 tons, at $6,505,000 each; three scout 
cruisers of 3,750 tons, at $2,200,000 each, and 
two colliers, at $1,250,000 each. 

The Connecticut at present under con- 
struction, the most expensive battleship in 
our navy, costs but $4,212,000, and now Mr. 
Foss suggests that $7,775,000 shall be paid 
for the same size vessel of 16,000 tons. The 
most expensive armored cruiser in our navy 
is the Washington of 14,500 tons, and costs 
$4,035,000, and now a similar ship is to cost 
$6,505,000. This is also the case with the 
scout cruisers and colliers. Where are we 
at? Uncle Sam must certainly have great 
interest and sympathy for the steel and 
shipbuilding trusts. 

Our havy must steadily be increased to 
keep up with the large European powers, 
and to protect our rapidly growing commer- 
cial interests, but with the sum appropri- 
ated the navy can be increased with eleven 
ships, including the eight proposed and 
three protected cruisers of 9,000 tons of the 
Milwaukee type, and still have a large bal- 
ance which can be used for the construc- 
tion of several torpedo boats, and the build- 
ing of a naval station in the Philippines, 
the latter being of utmost importance to 
keep our Asiatic squadron in good trim.

The steel frame is the 
best form of building construction which 
the progress of the: arts has developed, 
and all the structural steel available in 
the market is good material; but it can- 
not be assembled in the air with jo‘nts 
of mucilage or flour paste. New York 
has many buildings which presented a 
hundred problems of great engineering 
difficulty for every one encountered in 
the Darlington, or any other four-square, 
mid-block structure; but nothing which 
could happen in their cellars would re- 
solve their steel frames into their con- 
stituent members. They rose as units 
and will so stand until in the fullness of 
time they are taken apart, piece by piece, 
at a labor cost greater than the value 
of their structural material. 

The method of construction followed 
in the erection of the Darlington is well 
understood. Mr. JorDAN, the Deputy 
Superintendent of Buildings, is authority 
for the statement that it has been fol- 
lowed in probably as many as sixty 
apartment houses and hotels. The clev- 
erness of speculative builders is matched 
daily against thé vigilante of the In- 
spectors, and to commit a violation and 
hide it before it is discovered is consid- 
ered enterprising. The ruin of the Dar- 
lington will perhaps have the effeet of 
putting a stop to such dishonest prac- 
tices in buildings intended to be good. 

Meanwhile, the duty of the authorities 
is very clear and very simple. The build- 
ing fell because it was not strong enough 
to hold itself up. The lives lost in con- 
sequence are part of the price pgid for 
an extra profit in construction.

FOR THE RELIEF OF THE COURTS. 


Of the round dozen of remedies sug- 
gested by the Committee on the Law’s 
Delay for the evil of the vast accumula- 
tions of untried cases on the calendars 
of the courts in New York and Kings 
Counties,,one has been embodied in the 
form of a bill introduced by Senator 
ELSBERG on Jan. 27. It provides for the 
appointment of Supreme Court Commis- 
sioners in the ratio of one to each 100,000 
of population, or fraction over 40,000 
thereof, in counties “having a popula- 
tion of 500,000 or more.” This would 
provide twenty Commissioners in New 
York and twelve in Kings. They are to 
serve for ten years at a salary of $10,000 
per annum. They must have been mem- 
bers of the bar in good standing for at 
least ten years. These Commissioners are 
to be appointed by the Justices of the 
Appetiate Division of the Supreme Court 
in the respective departments, who cer- 
tify their list of appointees to the Chief 
Justice of the Court of Appeals, and he 
in turn. transmits the list to the Gov- 
ernor, with his approval or disapproval 
of each appointee. 

It is provided in Section 13 of the bill 
that the Governor, to whom the names 
of the Commissioners appointed are 
transmitted, ‘ shall have the right within 
ten days after he shall have received the 
same to disapprove thereof, in which 
ease the Appellate Division shall make 
anew appointment in place of the Com- 
missioner whose appointment is disap- 
proved’; if appointments are not dis- 
approved within ten days after receipt 
by the Governor they will become ef- 
fective. . 

The Trial Commissioners whose ap- 
pointment is authorized in the bill are 
to have thé power to try, with or with- 
out a jury, such cases and special pro- 
ceedings as the parties thereto may con- 
sent to have tried before them; to act as 
referees to hear and determine matters 
referred to them by the court; to-act as 
commissioners of valuation in condemna- 
tion proceedings. Each of the Commis- 
sioners is authorized to appoint a ste- 
nographer at a salary not exceeding 
$1,500 a year. 

If this measure were enacted into law 
there would be appointed immediately 
more than thirty Trial Commissioners in 
New York and Kings for a term of ten 
years, at an afmual salary of $10,000, 
each having the services of a stenog- 
rapher at a salary of $1,500 more. As an 
offset to this somewhat-.formidable ad- 
dition to the cost of judicial service in 
these counties there would be a very 
large saving in the fees of referees and 
condemnation commissioners. The Dill 
has been freely criticised by the bar be- 
cause it creates a large and permanent 
body of judicial officers to meet an emer- 
gency which, after all, may be only tem- 
porary. Other criticisms of the bill have 
been heard which it.is not necessary now 
to consider. In our judgment it is a very 
grave demerit of the Elsberg bill that in 
substance and effect it vests in the Gov- 
ernor the power to appoint Judges—for 
these Trial Commissioners are to do the 
The power to veto an 


to make it, and in the hands of a Goy- 
ernor deeply interested in the creation 
and maintenance of an effective political 
machine this authority would be subject 
to dangerous abuse. We do not appoint 
Judges, we elect them. The Elsberg bill 


i would authorize a very wide departure 


from our practice. 

We think the Judges of the Supreme 
Court and members of the’ bar in New 
York and Kings will be interested in ex- 
amining a project of remedial legislation 
for this purpose which has been drawn 
up by Justice Francis M, Scorr. It is 
in the form of a Constitutional amend- 


ment, which if approved by the Legis- 


Whenever and as often as the causes upon 
the trial term calendar of any county of 
this State, having a population according 
to the latest State enumeration of over 
500,000, shall have so accumulated that an 
unpreferred cause cannot be reached for 
trial in due course within one year after it 
has been placed upon the calendar, the 
Appellate Division of the department in 
which such county is embraced may, by a 
certificate signed by a majority of its mem- 
bers, certify the fact to the Court of Ap- 
peals, whereupon said court may by order 
authorize the appointment in said county 
of Trial Commissioners, stating in said or- 
der the number of Commissioners to be ap- 
pointed, and their terms of office, not ex- 
ceeding six years. 

Such order shall be made in duplicate, 
and one copy thereof filed in the office of 
the Secretary of State and one in the office 
of the Clerk of the county in which said 
appointments are authorized. The Appel- 
late Division of the department, embracing 
said county, shall thereupon appoint the 
number of Trial Commissioners authorized 
by said order, who must possess the quali- 
fications required for a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court. They shall possess and exer- 
cise in the county for which they are ap- 
pointed all the powers of a Justice of the 
Supreme Court respecting the trial and dis- 
position of causes upon said trial term cal- 
endar and the settlement of cases on ap- 
peal, but shall possess none of the powers 
of such a Justice out of court or at Special 
Term. They may be removed in the same 
manner as is provided in case of a Justice 
of said Supreme Court. They shall each 
receive an annual salary of $12,000 to be 
paid by the county for which they are ap- 
pointed, and may not practice law. 

The effectiveness of this remedy con- 
sists first of all in the fact that it cre- 
ates tribunals having the power to try 
causes without waiting for the consent 
of the parties. It is very often found to 
be the fact that at least one party to a 
lawsuit sees advantage in delaying the 
final decision. It may be doubted wheth- 
er the consent of both parties could be 
obtained to transfer any large number 
of cases to the Trial Commissioners cre- 
ated by the Elsberg bill. The Commis- 
sioners appointed under the proposed 
amendment would possess the Constitu- 
tional powers of Supreme Court Judges 
for the trial of common law actions. They 


would not have the discretionary or 
equity powers of those Judges. They 


would be appointed by the Judges of the 
Appellate Division, a provision which is 
more nearly in harmony with our accept- 
ed policy in choosing judicial officers 
than would be a law virtually giving the 
power of appointment to the Executive. 
Moreover, the term of these Commission- 
ers is not to exceed six years, and the 
number to be appointed at any one time 
would be determined by the Court of Ap- 
peals, having regard, of course, to the 
existing need as indicated by the state 
of the calendars. In other words, it is an 
emergency remedy made properly elastic 
with a view to the requirements of an 
emergent situation. It may be thought 
that it is wiser to treat the present 
crowded condition of the court calendars 
as an unusual and perhaps temporary 
situation rather than to treat it as a per- 
manency calling for the appointment of 
thirty or more quasi-judicial officers for 
terms of ten years each. 

There can be no question that means 
should be found to dispose of the accu- 
mulated arrears. The Committee on the 
Law’s Delay has done a work of very 
great value in preparing a report which 
puts before the bench, the bar, and the 
people the actual facts of the situation. 
It is the general opinion, we believe, that 
a remedy should not be sought in the 
appointment of more Judges. If the Su- 
preme Court were temporarily reinforced 
by the appointment of Commissioners 
who could take over a great part of its 
arrears, it would within a reasonable 
time catch up with its business. Mean- 
while, there would be time to study re- 
forms in practice and procedure—and for 
that work the committee’s report makes 
it evident that the methods of the Eng- 
lish courts could with much profit be at- 
tentively studied—in the hope of devising 
means for the prompt disposition of 
cases by the present complement of 
Judges. 


CAPITALIZING COLUMBUS. 


If all CoLUMBUs now knew about the 
New World which he gave “to Castile 
and Leon”’ were the island in which he 
willed that his bofhes should be depos- 
ited, he would naturally, and justly, be 
somewhat dissatisfied with the result of 
his achievement. For to have added a 
Santo Domingo to the world, in the state 
in which Santo Domingo, including the 
whole island, and meanfng the Domini- 
can Republic as well as the Republic of 
Haiti, now is, would have been a highly 
questionable service to civilization. 

Nevertheless, and however inapprecia- 
tive CoLUMBUs might be of Santo Do- 
mingo, our news columns yesterday 
proved that Santo Domingo is highly ap- 
preciative of CoLuMpus, and is prepared 
to work his remains for whatever they 
may be worth. They are, in fact, about 
the only asset of the island, as at pres- 
ent administered. And they are more 
readily exploited, from the point of view 
of the unenterprising Dominican states- 
men, than any of its other undeveloped 
sources of wealth, in forestry or mines. 
What these remains may be worth is a 
nice and dubious question. There are no 
precedents and no “ quotations.’’ More- 
over, the authenticity of the remains has 
been plausibly impugned. The Domin- 
ican statesmen think they ought to get 
$100,000 for the remains, which, if not

—*‘'Mayor McCLELLAN, it is understood, is 
much incensed at the discussion that has 
been brought about by this affair.” The 
“affair’’ to which reference is made in 
this quotation from our local columns is 
that of Park Commissioner PALLAS and the 
Fifth Avenue billboards, but unfortunately 
our information leaves us in uncertainty as 
to the object of the Mayor's indignation. 
Of course the sentence cannot be taken 
literally, since Mayor McCLELLAN is an 
American as well as a Democrat, and would 
be the last to resent public discussion of 
his own official acts or those of his ap- 
pointees and subordinates. His anger must 
therefofe be directed against the quality of 
the discussion, as displaying injustice or 
ignorance; against Commissioner PALLAS 
for arousing criticism of the Tammany ad- 
ministration; or against himself, the Mayor, 
for selecting, against knowledge and ad- 
vice, for the enormously important position 
of Park Commissioner, a man not only 
without demonstrable qualifications for it, 
but whose disqualifications for it, in the 
way of complete lack of the special educa- 
tion and experience absolutely required for 
the satisfactory performance of its duties, 
have from the beginning been beyond ques- 
tion, The first explanation of the Mayor’s 
rage can be dropped at once, since only the 
Commissioner himself has found fault with 
the blame to which he has been subjected, 
and his one defense was the statement, in- 
stantly cgntradicted with great vehemence, 
that his billboards were considered things | 
of beauty by the people of their vicinage. 
The second explanation fails because it in- 
volves the condemnation of a man for doing 
exactly what a man of his training would 
naturally do. Remains the third explana- 
tion—that the Mayor has attained a be- 
lated realization of his own mistake in ap- 
pointing to a place that demanded an artist 
and a scientist a man who was distinctly 
and exclusively a politician and a labor 
leader. Such realization might well cause 
the Mayor to be ‘‘much incensed,”’ but 
much better might it cause him firmly to 
resolve never again to make a mistake of 
that particular kind. According to report, 
alas! his purpose is to ask for Commissioner 
PALLAS’s resignation, and to give the “‘ job” 
to another pdlitica]l labor leader. It ought 
to be impossible to believe that report, but 
it isn’t—quite. One can only hope it’s false, 

—Conditicns may be “scandalous” in 
.yarious ways and may seem to be so to 
“some when they seem to be all right to 
others. These truths never had better dem- 
onstration, perhaps, than in the fact that 
Mr. Pau. D. CravaTH, as attorney for the 
Interurban Street Railway Company, could 
wax vastly indignant at Albany on Wednes- 
day while he described to the Assembly 
Railroads Committee the dreadful persecu- 
tion to which his client had been subjected 
as a result of violation, deliberate and per- 
sistent, of the law as to transfers. Suits 
for damages, he declared, had been brought 
against the corporation by the hundred, and 
people were actually recovering from it 
the penalties fixed by the statute! A sin- 
gle family had gone so fF as to present 
claims for $20,000, and was likely to get 
every cent of it, while shameless members 
of his own profession were devoting them- 
selves entirely to working this new mine. 
“The conditions are scandalous,’ declared 
Mr. CRAVATH, and, while he had no objec- 
tions at all to the transfer law as it was, 
he did think that its enforcement should 
be made a matter of such difficulty and ex- 
pense as to be practically impossible. That | 
undoubtedly would remedy the scandal of 
the existing condition. So, also, would the 
giving of the transfers that were fo be 
payment for certain valuable privilegds 
enjoyed by the road, but that hideous al- 
ternative, very properly, was passed over 
in silence by the road’s spokesman. By 
so doing he himself created a situation 
which, while not at all scandalous, is cer- 
tainly a legitimate subject of innocent 
merriment, As for that twenty-thousand- 
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dollar family and the lawyers who have 
specialized in transfer suits, they may or 
may not have adopted the most admirable of 
methods for making a living, but they are 
in no great danger of getting lynched by a 
frenzied populace. It is only too likely that, 
despite Mr. Cravatu's hot horror at their 
condugt, they will be allowed to enjoy 
themselves in their own strictly legal way 
until he succeeds in taking the starch out 
of the law under which they bring their 
actions. ; 


-——There is a curious likeness ‘between 
the arguments whereby the Christian So- 
cialists of Austria have convinced them- 
selves that they should favor Russia as 
against the Japanese and thgse by which 
the same conciusion was reached by the 
eloquent speakers at the recent Emmet me- 
morial meeting in this city. In neither 
case were the merits Af the quarrel between 
Russia dnd Japan discussed for a single 
moment; in both cases the deciding fact 
was Russia’s hostility to a people whom 
the assembled statesmen disliked. The 
Austrians loved Russia because she perse- 
cutes Jews; Mr. Yeats and his associate 
orators because Russia and England are at 
odds on many questions, and may soon be 
so on many more. This sort of reasoning is 
too intensely human and too widely utilized 
to be treated with contempt or even with 
derision. We all do it more or less—love 
the encmies of our enemies, that is, and 
hate their friends—but in these days the 
procedure is oftener adopted than declared 
or defended. That makes it remarkable as 
well as amusing that Mr. Conor O’KELLYy, 
M. P., should mark his arrival on these 
shores by open proclamation of the princi- 
ple that ‘*‘ we are in favor of anything anti- 
British.” That is going far—it is almost 
certain that it is going too far. Were it not 
so funny it would contain the elements of 
the unreasonable and the, reprehensible. 


——One does not have to believe all the 
charges of corruption and_ inefficiehcy 
made by Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Guy against the State Inspector of Gas 
Meters, or have to consider the Miller 
bill a triumpk of wise and honest legisla- 
tion, to be dissatisfied with Mr. ALEXAN- 
DER’S reply to the one or his condemnation 
of the other. The Superintendent’s defense 
of himself partakes altogether too much of 
the nature of a defense of the gas com- 
panies, and his assertion that the passage 
of the Miller bill would lead f the employ- 
ment of a lot of men to inspect meters is 
not recessarily horrifying. We all know 
that the cost of gas has no close relation 
to its ~~ and that reductions in the lat- 
ter are wholly illusory—for everybody ex- 
cept the companies. We also know that Me- 
ter Inspectors who really inspected and ac- 
complished something thereby would be pald 
without any protest from the public, which 
could well afford to hire twice-300 men if 
they would only turn the gas business into 
a business like other businesses, with pur- 
chasers paying for what they received and 
receiving what they paid for. Mr. ALEXAN- 
DER, we believe is a reputable citizen, 
but he hasn’t put an end to so many evils 
that he can safely condemn offhand the ef- 
forts of others to make matters better.

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RUSSIA AND HER OUTRAGES. 


Ignorance of Them Often Professed by 
American Ministers. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

In relation to the statements by your 
correspondent in to-day’s issue, the whole 
world knows too well what sort of a Gov- 
ernment Russia represents, and how she 
treats her subjects, and neither pretty 
words nor stories that bear their mark 
upon them will help convince to the con- 
trary. 

But the letter referred to might pass un- 
noticed were it not for the following re- 
mark as regards Russia and our civil war: 
“If these enemies of our old friends, the 
Russians, will write to the Hon. Charles 
Emory Smith, our late Minister to Russla, 
he will confirm what Gen. Clay affirms.” 

Now, if the same Mr. Smith is to be in 
any wise an huthority, let me tell you that 
during the, frightful massacres of Jews in 
Russia in “the latter part of the year 1880, 
which led to the exodus of 1881, my father, 
the Rev. Dr, Sabato Morais of Philadel- 
phia, addressed an official letter to Minis- 
ter Smith, inquiring of him for information, 
and that the same Minister Smith replied 
from St. Petersburg that neither he nor 
the Russian authorities had any knowledge 
whatever that the usual order had at all 
been disturbed. 

And the self-same Minister wrote that 
answer (as was subsequently proved beyond 
the shadow of a doubt) at the very time 
when the most shocking outrages were be- 
ing perpetrated upon my people, irrespect- 
ive of age or sex, at Warsaw, Kieff, Ekat- 
erinoslav, and other cities of no small 
Jewish populations. 

Similarly, a later successor, Mr. McCor- 
mick, last Spring sent to Washington a dis- 
patch officially contradicting the reports 
of massacres in Kishineff and other parts 
of Bessarabia, at the time exactly corre- 
sponding with that (as we all know) wher 
Jewish men and women were being sat 
upon and murdered in cold blood, and 
babes were ripped up and thrown into the 
epen streets by a besotted populace, goaded 
on by the soldiery of “our old friends, 
the Russians,”’ 

Your correspondent simply needs to be a 
little more careful in selecting authori- 
ties (?) to support his statements; for if 
such as former Minister Smith (of my own 
native city, Philadelphia,) are his guaran- 
tees, it ie not improbable that doubts may 
be sustained also as to the veracity of the 
correspondent in question.

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SALT WATER PiPE LINE. 


Chain of Pumping Stations Along the 
’ River Fronts Urged. 


To the Reiter of The New York Times: 

In connection. with this agitation for an 
improved fire fighting service I will ven- 
ture another suggestion. It will be neces- 
sary for sticcessful operation that the water 
pressure be constant and equal at every 
point in the mains. 

A central pumping station will not fulfill 
this condition, because there is a loss by 
friction or rather by the increased volume 
of water to be moved for every cubic foot 
of pipe in its length, therefore it will be 
necessary to install a sysetem of pumping 
stations at intérvals of two miles, the limit 
of efficiency. 

Let the city install a pipe line covering 
the proposed area and establish pumping 
Stations every two miles, each station to 
consist of @ pumping engine forcing water 
into @ hydrostatic press, contained in a 
low tower. The pressure is maintained by 
the powerful hydraulic cylinder and piston 
holding a cage containing 100 tons of iron 
which is forced upward exactly as a hy- 
draulic elevator is operated. A pressure of 
600 pounds per square inch is obtained, 
which is more than sufficient to reach our 
tallest buildings, and certainly competent 
to not only drown an ordinary fire, but 
also to overwhelm it by sheer force. 

This system is, moreover, available for 
hydraulic power supply, which could be 
supplied to manufacturers and office build- 
ings, and thus afford an income which 
Which would make the system practically 
self-suporting and also be the means of 
rendering the service more efficient, reliev- 
ing the line of extraordinary strain. 

Six stations on each side of Manhattan 
would cover twenty-four miles of water 
front from the Battery to the Bronx; six 


more on the Brooklyn side would suffice 
und form with the fireboats an efficient 
fire-fighting service by which fires on the 
water front and shipping could be atacked 
on all sides. 

Street cleaning and sewer flushing of 
course would be simplified. Snow cout be 
easily melted by the salt water and forced 
into the sewers. The saving of the city 
water would also pay for the extra expen- 
diture incurred. 7 

The stoppage of one station for repairs 
or breakdown would not materially affect 
the system.

GOVERNMENT FINDS NO 
CASE AGAINST DREYFUS 


Sensational Speech by French At- 
torney General. 


NEW TRIAL BEGUN IN PARIS 


Court of Cassation Crowded, but No 
Anti-Dreyfus Demorstration—The 
ex-Captain Not Present. 


PARIS, March 3.—The Criminal Branch 
of the Court of Cassation was crowded to- 
day, when the hearing on the application 
of ex-Capt. Alfred Dreyfus for a revision 
of the sentence of the Rennes court-mar- 
tial was begun. 

Those who expected that the hearing 
would be of a sensational character were 
not disappointed, for the Attorney General, 
M. Baudoin, delivered an address to the 
court, in which he argued in the strongest 
manner in favor of Dreyfus’s innocence. 

M. Baudoin said that when he began his 
consideration of the Dreyfus case he was 
satisfied that a judicial error had not been 
committed, but as the investigation pro- 
ceeded his amazement increased. 

‘*One by one,” the Attorney General con- 
tined, ‘‘all the charges vanished, leaving 
only accusations without importance or 
consistency. 

“When I examined the secret collection 
of documents in the case and saw their 
miserable character, valuable only because 
of the mystery cleverly thrown about them, 
I concluded it was necessary for justice 
to have the last word, and it is my con- 
viction that there is not an officer in the 
army who would not have succumbed had 
he been under accusation thus man- 
aged.”’ 

M. Boyer, reporter of the court, read 
his report, in which he presented the two 
new facts upon which the Minister of 
Justice, M. Vallé, recommended a revision 
of the case. These were set forth as fol- 
lows: 

1, The secret documents include a letter bear- 
ing the initial “‘D.’’ Now, by an affidavit of 
Oct. 6, 1903, signed by M. Gribelin (keeper of the 
archives) it appears that this document previous- 
ly carried the letter ‘‘ P.”’ For this latter was 
substituted a ‘‘ D,’ and thus the altered doctiment 
was presented to the court at Rennes. 

2. According to the Minister of Justice another 
letter, signed “ Alexandrine,’’ which Agent ‘‘A’’ 
addressed to Agent ** B,’’ contained some words 
in the handwriting of the late Lieut. Col. Henry, 
(who committed suicide in prison after having 
confessed to committing a forgery in the case.) 
This letter relates to the organization of French 
railroads) M. Gribelin swore during the inquiry 
of the Minister of War that this letter was 
false. It was true, however, that the date of 
this document was March 28, 1895, when Dreyfus 
was imprisoned on Devil's Island. 


M. Boyer made an exhaustive review of 
the case Geclaring he could not find any 
proof to establish the existence of the docu- 
ment which, it was claimed, was annotated 
by the German Emperor, which was trans- 
mitted to one of Dreyfus's Judges at 
Rennes. There was no doubt, he added, of 
the transmission of the “‘ Alexandrine ”’ Iet- 
ter with the false date. The words in 
Lieut. Col. Henry’s handwriting had an un- 
favorable effect upon the court-martial. 

M. Boyer concluded with saying that the 
letters used against the accused were falsi- 
tied prior to the proceedings of 1899, but 
he added that this had not yet been judi- 
cially determined upon.

RENEWS FRENCH SHORE MODUS 


Lower Branch of Newfoundland Legis- 
lature Agrees to the Bill. 


ST. JOHN’S, N. F., March 3.—The lower 
branch of the Colonial Legislature to-day 
passed unanimously the Anglo-French mo- 
dus vivindi respecting the French shore 
fishery for the current year. 

The measure was proposed by Premier 
Bond and. seconded. by. the leader of the 
Opposition. 

The Premier said he believed negotia- 
tions were now pending which would make 
a further renewal of this bill unnecessary. 


There jias been some doubt as to whether 
the Newfoundland Legislature would con- 
sent to the renewal of the French shore 
medus vivendi, which has become increas- 
ingly difficult to pass year by year. . 

Sir Charles Dilke has described the 
treaty shore question as the most danger- 
ous of all those existing between France 
and Great Britain. 


PREMIER BALFOUR’S DENIAL. 


Never Advocated Protection Either In 
or Out of Cabinet, He Says. 


LONDON, March 3.—Premier Balfour 
aroused both cheers and derisive laughter 
by the statement in the House of Commons 
this afternoon that he had never advocated 
protection either in or outside the Cabinet. 

The assertion was elicited by a request 
that Mr. Balfour give the public an oppor- 


tunity of reading his pamphlet advocating 
protection, presented to the Cabinet con- 
temporaneously with the Premier’s pub- 
lished pamphlet on ‘‘ Insular Free Trade.” 
Mr. Balfour declared that no such pamph- 
let was in existence. 


GREAT COMORO CRATERS ACTIVE. 


In Eruption Since Feb. 25, Killing Sev- 
eral Natives. 


PARIS, March 3.—Mail advices received 
at Madagascar from Mayotte, Comoro Isl- 
ands, between Madagascar and Mozam- 
bique, say that three craters of the Great 
Comoro Island have been in a state of con- 
tinuous eruption since Feb. 25. 

There have been some victims among the 
natives. 


EMPEROR PARDONS AMERICAN. 


Edward Engesser of Buffalo Deserted 
German Army 33 Years Ago. 


BERLIN, March 3.—Emperor William, 
upon the request of Ambassador Tower, 
has pardoned Edward Engesser of Buffalo, 
N. Y., sentenced some time ago at Baden, 
for desertion, to six months’ imprisonment. 

Engesser left the army in 1870, not, as it 
appears, from unwillingness to serve in the 
war with France, then begun, but as an act 
youthful indiscretion.. He returned to 


Baden in December last, thinking he had 
been forgotten after thirty-three years’ ab- 
sence, but he was immediately arrested and 
convicted.

Small Audience for Programme of 
the Composer. 


MME. STRAUSS-DE AHNA SINGS 


“Don Juan,” “Don Quixote,” and 
“Death and Transfiguration” 
Among the Selections.

The second concert in the “ Strauss Festi- 
val” at Carnegie Hall attracted a small 
audience, although there were on the pro- 
gramme three highly contrasted works of 
the composer's later period. They were 
the “orchestral fantasia,” as he styles it, 
on the subject of ‘‘Don Juan,” of Lenau’s 
German poem, the vast and complex “ Don 
Quixote,” “fantastical variations on a 
theme of a knightly character"’ and the 
“tone poem,” ‘“ Death and Transfigura- 
tion.”” Mme. Strauss-de Ahna also sang 
four songs with orchestral accompani- 
ments. 

The two orchestral numbers represent in 
an interesting way the change in Dr. 
Strauss’s position toward programme music, 
The “Don Juan,” so far as is discernable 
from any indications the composer has 
given, even in the music itself, deals less 
with the depiction of dramatic incidents, 
actual events, than with the emotional and 
psychological phases of character, the 
hero’s ideals and longings. The music is 
more easily accessible as music than that 
of almost any other of Strauss’s orchestral 
works. 

It is full of suggestiveness, of character- 
istic, of fiery ardor, of sensuous charm. 
Its themes are well defined, plastic, and 
worked with a much greater regard for 
the limitations of euphony hitherto pre- 
vailing than Dr. Strauss has shown since 
“Don Juan” was composed. Its orches- 
tration is brilliant, and the whole picture 
seizes the imagination. It is music that 
needs only the suggestion of the title to 
be intelligible» Mr. Wetzler conducted this 
piece, and achieved a performance in many 
ways superb. It had the tumultous passion, 
the keen edge that belongs there; its de- 
ficiency was in subtlety and finesse. But 
it was highly creditable. 

Upon the “ Don Quixote” large expecta- 
tions were centred by those who had re- 
cently heard the truly remarkable per- 
formance of the Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra. It represents some of the most daring 
of Dr. Strauss’s adventures into the do- 
main of realistic music; some of the most 
relentless attempts to make music a me- 
dium of crassly materialistic prose. And 
at the same time it contains some vividly 
suggestive poetic images, some penetrating 
psychological touches, some moving and 
truly beautiful passages of deeply felt pa- 
thos, along with much that is grotesquely 
humorous, ironical, mocking. 

The spirit of fantasticality rules through 
it; and they who can endure it can feel 
in it the presence of Cervantes’s pathetic 
figure, the Knight of the Rueful Counte- 
nance, and his sly, greasy, faithful esquire, 
Sancho Panza, The music presents diffi- 
culties that have few parallels. Dr. Strauss 
himself conducted, but it was hard to find 
in the results anything that had not been 
better produced a few weeks ago in the 
same hall. 

The performance had no great flexibility 
and elaSticity; some of the effects that 
might count for most were lacking, or were 
insufficiently brought out. The represen- 
tation of the ponderous revolution of the 
windmill lacked pictorial vividness; the 
wind machine.that rather superfluously 


helps out the composer’s marvelous or- 
chestral suggestion of aerial sweep yas 
inaudible; the bleating of the sheep was 
scattering and ineffective. The technical 
defects were serious; there were wrong en- 
trances; at one point the danger of collapse 
was imminent and the orchestra for a mo- 
ment stopped playing altogether. The 
piece needs more careful preparation than 
it received. 

The four songs sung by Mme. Strauss-de 
Ahna were ‘* Das osenband,”’ ‘ Liebe- 
shymnus,”’ ‘‘ Morgen,”’ and “‘ Caecilie.’’ The 
orchestral aoqeumpanmente were no doubt 
made by her husband, though no inferma- 
tion to that effect was given. 


“DAS RHEINGOLD” GIVEN. 


First Performance in the Cycle of Wag- 
ner’s “ Nibelung ” Music Dramas. 


The first performance of the special cycle 
of “The Ring of the Nibelung” given out- 
side the subscription series took place last 
evening at the Metropolitan Opera House, 
when “‘Das Rheingold’’ was given. The 
music dramas of the trilogy attract 
comparatively little attention when they 
are given singly during the season, but a 
“cycle” is generally sure of filling the 
Opera House. The accommodations for 
witnessing these performances have long 
since been completely disposed of, and last 
evening the auditorium was completely 
filled. 

There was a cast that was in many re- 
sfects excellent; Miss Fremstad as Fricka, 
Mme. Seygard as Freia, Miss Edith Walker 
as Erda, and Miss Weed, Miss Ralph, and 
Miss Poehlmann as the Rhine Daughters 
(the last named taking the place of Mme.- 
Homer, who had expected to fill the part,) 
were the women singers, most of whom 
were new in the parts here. The men were 
Mr. Burgstaller as Loge, Mr. Van Rooy as 
Wotan, Mr. Goritz as Alberich, Mr. Reiss 
as Mime, and Messrs. Kloepfer and Blass 
as the two giants. Mr. Burgstaller has 
hardly the personal qualifications to repre- 
sent the insidious, sardonic, adroit god of 
fire; hardly the fluency and fleetness of 
action; his Baireuth posings and postur- 
ings, of which there are traces even in this 
impersonation, are foreign to every element 
of the character. He sang the music well, 
however, and there were not a few effective 
moments in his impersonation. 

Mr. Goritz’s black Alberich was a superb- 
ly characteristic performance, full of the 
suggestion of baleful wickedness and 
blighting hatred. There was a new and 
beautiful set of scenery shown for the first 
time; it is admirably painted, with an 
imaginative vision of Wagner’s conception, 
It would be effective and illusive if it were 
properly worked. Strangely enough, elab- 
orate and handsome scenery will not work 
itself, and it was wretchedly bungled last 
evening. 

The Rhine Daughters’ movements were ill 
carried out; in the transformations there 
was strange indecision as to whether cloud 
curtains should be raised or lowered or 
left where they were; there were sudden 
shiftings of masses of living rock to more 
convenient positions after the scene had 
been disclosed ta the audience. All this 
could be obviated by some of those very 
numerous rehearsals that were to signalize 
this opera season @bove all others, but 
which have been so*entirely neglected, 

Of Mr. Mottl’s conducting much might be 
said as to its splendid dramatic vigor and 
elasticity, its warmth, and the rich color 
that he put into the music. It pulsated 
with life and he let no single measure re- 
main void of its significance. 


MME. GADSKI WINS HER SUIT. 


Claim of $1,000 Against ex-Manager Al- 
lowed by the Court. 


Mme. Gadsk1, the operatic singer, has won 
her suit against Clarence L. Graff, her ex- 
manager, for $1,000 which she said was due 
her as a balance on her concert tour of the 
season of 1902-3. The case was tried before 
Justice Scott in the Supreme Court, and 
Graff put in a counter claim for $3,600, 
which he said was due him for making con- 
cert dates for the singer at the rate of 10 
per cent, on the salary she received.

Famous for Deal in Giving Broad- 
way to a Traction Company. 


DIES AT HOLLIS, LONG ISLAND 


His Work in Connection with Jacob 
Sharp Responsible for Getting the 
Much Coveted Franchise. 


Special to The New York Times. 

JAMAICA, March 3.—John Keenan, 
Alderman, ex-Assemblyman, for years 
head and front of the old County Democ- 
racy, and chief figure among the “ boodle 
Aldermen” in 1884, died in the village of 
Hollis to-day after an illness of two weeks. 
For a long time he had been an invalid, 
being wheeled about the streets of Hollis 
by an attendant. 

He was known to but few in Hollis. 
recent years the former leader had seldom 
been seen by any of the politicians of the 
past or present day. LEx-Senator Michael 
J. Coffey of the Fifth Senatorial District 
visited him nearly every Sunday; but, aside 
from the Brooklyn leader, he was pretty 
generally neglected by politicians. Mr. 
Keenan leaves a son and two married 
daughters. 

Keenan was ‘best known for the part he 


took in the famous conspiracy which hand- 
ed over Broadway to a traction company, 
although it was an unwritten law that 
Broadway should never be given over 
to street cars. Keenan’s shrewdness and 
capacit for olitical management and 
Jacob Sharp’s boldness and: heavy purse, 
coupled with the co-operation of Richmond, 
Forshay, Kerr, and Clerk Moloney of the 
Board of Aldermen, resulted in setting that 
tradition at naught, and as a result New 
York has to-day street cars on Broadway. 

Corporations with great- resources had 
applied time and time again to be granted 
a franchise to run cars on Broadway, but 
to no purpose. Public sentiment was so 
overwhelmingly against ‘the granting of 
such a franchise that after a while offers 
of liberal compensation to the city for such 
a franchise ceased to attract notice. The 
public was against it, and apparently that 
was all there wes to it, 

But New York woke up one fine morning 
to learn that the night preceding, at a 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen, a fran- 
chise had been granted to Jacob Sharp and 
others for the construction of a traction 
line on Broadway. Indignation ran high, 
and also amazement. Inquiries were made. 
People could not understand how a fran- 
chise was granted practically out of hand 
when so many wealthy companies, many 
formed just for the vaspeee of operating a 
line on Broadway, had not been able to 
secure the city’s sanction, through the Al- 
dermen, for a franchise. 

The arrangement bewteen Richmond, 
Keenan, Moloney, and their colleagues and 
Jacob Sharp might have been kept under 
cover for a long time had not the greed of 
Clerk Moloney caused discontent among 
two or three Aldermen whose share of 
oer p money had been withheld by Mo- 
oney. 

They began to threaten and bluster, but 
these outbursts were not believed to portend 
mischief until the aggrieved Aldermen 
suddenly let the cat out of the bag suffi- 
ciently to start a rigorous and searching in- 
vestigation. This was late in-1885. Pretty 
soon detail after detail came out. It de- 
veloped that the Broadway franchise had 
been bought up as so much merchandise. 
Jacob Sharp had held the purse strings and 
Keenan had made the necessary arrange- 
ments with his colleagues or those of them 
that were in the deal to properly vote on 
the proposition. 

It was reported that the members of the 
board granting Sharp the franchise had’re-

After the Broadway deal was put through 
the Aldermen stood their ground, though 
murmurings and allegations began very 
soon. They culminated months after in a 
Grand Jury investigation, and in the Spring 
of 1886. feenan believed it best for his 
personal welfare to get out of the city and 
country. This he did, going to Canada, 
where he joined some of his colleagues. 

In September, 1886, indictments were re- 
turned by the Grand Jury against Keenan 
and Sharp and others. Keenan kept away 
for fifteen. years, and when he came back 
was arrested. He was held in $40,000 bail. 
There was no trouble in furnishing a bond 
in that amount, and eventually the indict- 
ments against him were quashed. After 
that Keenan slowly but surely passed out 
of the public eye. ‘ 

Keenan was born in Treland sixty-five 
years ago, and worked his way from gro- 
cery clerk to the ownership of a saloon, and 
soon owned a string of saloons. During the 
wat, however, he worked as a shipbuilder, 
and it was the savings of that period that 
made it possible for him to start his first 
business. He soon became a great political 

ower, especially in the County Democracy. 

e was elected in the Fall of 1874 to repre- 
sent the Twelfth New York District in the 
Assembly of 1875. One term contented 
him. hen he became Alderman his op- 
portunities enlarged.

DEATH OF CAPT. IRA W. CORY. 


Played Important Part in Second Day of 
Battle of Gettysburg. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MORRISTOWN, N. J., March 3.—With the 
death of Capt. Ira W. Cory this morning 
there passed away one of the heroes of 
Gettysburg, who, on the second day of the 
battle, did his part in saving the day for 
the Union Army. 

His company was on the extreme left 
flank of the First Brigade, commanded by 
Gen. S. Carr, when a brigade of Mississip- 
pians, under Gen. Barksdale, appeared, in- 
tending to turn the flank and pour a raking 
fire down the length of the Union line. 

Capt. Cory ordered his company to fire 
on the man who was leading the assault. 
Gen. Barksdale fell at the first volley, hav- 


ing been wounded by a score of bullets. 
This checked the advance, and Capt. Cory 
held ‘the position for nearly an hour ‘until 
the Union artillery came to his support and 
drove the Confederates back, a disorganized 
mob. For this Capt. Cory was especially 
mentioned by Brig. Gen. Schonebera. 

After the war Capt. Cory became Deputy 
Sheriff, a position which he held for twen- 
ty-seven years, until his death, with the cx- 
ception of one term, 1887-90.

Robert Walter Rutherfurd, who was de- 
scended from one of the oldest Colonial 
families, died yesterday at his home, 139

HAY QUIT CLEARING HOUSE 


Trust Companies Dissatisfied with 
Reserve Regulation. 


OFFICIALS TALK OF SECESSION 


Rule for Minimum Limit of 10 Per Cent. 
to Go Into Effect June 1 Likely to 
Evoke Vigorous Protest. 


——

While a definite move will not be taken 
for some time to come, it is learned that a 
number of the leading trust companies now 
clearing through the Clearing House under 
arrangement with member banks are 
pretty sure to make a vigorous protest 
against the regulation increasing the re- 
serve from,7% per cent. to 10 per cent., due 
to go into effect June 1 under the existing 
plan. That the movement will amount to 
secession of a number of the companies if 
the Cleating House does not modify its reg- 
ulation was admitted by officials of sev- 
eral important trust companies yesterday. 

The Clearing House regulation has been 
in the course of development to its full 
rigor for a year. Trust companies clearing 
through member banks were on June 1 last 
required to maintain a gash reserve equal 
to 5 per cent. of their deposits, and by the 
regulation as then adopted the reserve 
was to be increased to 7% per cent. on Feb. 
1 last and to 10 per cent. on the ist of next 
June. The first reserve regulation was fol- 
lowed closely by the secession of about.a 
dozen institutions which had_ cleared 
through the Clearing House banks up to 
that time, but the following stayed in: The 
City Trust, the Colonial Trust, the Knicker- 
bocker Trust, the Manhattan ‘Trust, the 
Real Estate Trust, the Title Guarantee and 
Trust, and the Washington Trust Compa- 
nies in Manhattan, and ten companies in 
Brooklyn. 

The reserve was accepted, as an officer 
of one of the institutions mentioned said 
yesterday, because the trust companies de- 
cided to wait and see what would happen, 
and because practically all of them, in the 
course of their regular business, main- 
tained a reserve at least as large as the 
minimum Clearing House requirement. The 
subsequent increase on Feb. 1 last was not 
relished, and the talk of legislation at Al- 
bany requiring for trust companies a re- 
serve equal to 15 per cent. of deposits, of 
which one-half must be in cash in their 
vaults, taken together with the prospect 
of having to maintain a 10 per cent. cash 
reserve in order to enjoy the Clearing 
House privileges has increased the discon- 
tent.

COTTON. — Generally speaking, yesterday's 
cotton market was fairly active and showed a 
continued firmness, with prices scoring net gains 
for the day and sales amounting to about 600,000 
bales, as estimated. The situation in a broad 
way showed little change. The advancing tend- 
ency was encouraged by the further g¢ sales 
of spot cotton reported from the Liverpool] mar- 
ket at an advance of 30 English points. Specu- 
lation is being attracted to the new crop, and it 
seemed as though a good proportion of commis- 
sion house business centred on the new crop po- 
sitions. The market opened strong at an ad- 
vance of 12@30 points, but soon after the call 
reacted to about the closing level of the previous 
night under profit taking. At the decline the 
local bull leader and other prominent bull in- 
terests became more aggressive, and while there 
was more or less trregularity, the market ad- 
vanced until May sold at 16.08 and July at 18 
with the active months 28 to 34 ints higher. 
Then offerings became heavier and. the market 
meeting with less aggressive support, eased off. 
The close was steady but with the net. gains 
cut down to a matter of 9@17 points on the old 
crop months, while the new crop positions were 
5 points lower to 13 points higher.

SHIPPING FOG BOUND, 
MANY LIVES INPERILE 


Impenetrable Mist Masks Harbor 
and Rivers for Hours. 


FERRYBOATS IN. COLLISION 


_— % 
Passengers in Panic at Narrow Escapes 
—Man, Woman, and Babe Saved from 
Barge Sunk by the Chicago. 


For twelve hours yesterday New York 
Was wrapped in a bank of’ fog such as has 
not veiled the city for almost seventeen 
years. At times so thick was the cloud 
that traffic of all kinds was. paralyzed, 
while shipping was at a standstill. Four 
collisions with ferryboats on the North and 
East Rivers were reported. In one case a 
barge was sent to the bottom, but no lives 
were lost in any of the accidents. 

The fog commenced to settle at about 5 
o'clock in the morning, as the temperature 
began to rise and a gentle wind sprang up 
from the south. Soon the wind shifted to 
the southeast, bringing great clouds of 
mist from the sea. Ferryboats caught in 
it went drifting about the river, whtle 
street cars ran very slow to avoid accli- 
dents. On the bridge it was impossible to 
see 100 feet ahead, and cars and trains 
just crawled along, feeling their way, s0 
to speak. On the elevated structures con- 
ditions . were equally -bad,, and the. com- 
panigs made no attempt to keep the trains 
ruining on schedule. 

I'he worst effect of the fog, however, was 
felt on the water. Fog horns were kept 
blowing on all the piers provided with them, 
and the bells at the end of all of the ferry 
wharves were continually sounded, but 
even with these means of guidance several 
of the boats spent a long time finding their 
berths. } 

LOST IN THE FOG. 


The ferryboat South Brooklyn of the line 
running to Thirty-ninth Street, Brooklyn, 
left her slip on the other side of the river 
shortly after 8 o’cloek,. She rounded Gov- 
crnors Island all right and headed for her 
New York slip. The next thing those on 
board her saw was the pier of the Ward 
Line, at the foot of Wall Street, to which 
point the ferryboat had been carried by 
the tide. She worked herself back again 
to her own slip after half an hour. 

The ferryboat Robert Garrett had the 
worst time of any of the boats in making 
landing on a-trip from Staten- Island, 
when she brought up about 500 people on 
the way to their offices. She found. the 
end of her shp all right, and was passing 
in, when the tide caught her and carried 
her past it. She then backed out into the 
fog, and again started ahead, only to ‘run 
into the for revenue cutters outside 
of the Barge Office. Several times she 
tried to inake her own berth before she suc- 
ceeded, 

As the fog continued, the various lines 
discontinued their regular service. The 
Thirty-ninth Street Ferry stopped running 
after 9 o'clock, and another boat did not 
venture out until 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon. Staten Isiand boats were run with- 
out schedule, while those of the short lines 
across the river to Brooklymran when they 
had sufficient passengers to make the. trip 
pay. On the North River the boats of the 
various railroad companies did not run on 
time, and what trips they did make ‘took 


almost four times as long as under ordi- 
nary conditions. 

Of the accidents reported, that of the 
ferryboat Chicago of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad ferry was the most serious. The 
Chicago was making for her New York slip 
on ner 8:30 o'clock trip from-Jersey City. 
When. she was nearing the middle of. the 
river a-tow of twenty-four coal barges 
directly in her path and not 
twenty feet ahead. Despite the quick ac- 
tion of the pilot of the ferryboat, the Chi- 
cago crashed into the E , one of the 
barges, staving a great e in her side. 
There were 1,500 people ayn the ferryboat, 
and some of the more timid started a rush 
for the after end of the boat. Deckhands 
and some of the male pagsengers, seeing 
that a panic Would res took prompt 
steps to stop it, and soon succeedéd in re- 
assuring the timid and restoring order. 

Immediately after the collision a man, ac- 
companied by a woman hearing a baby in 
her arms rushed from the cabin of the 
barge. They were Capt. Larsen, his wife, 
and child. The men on the _ ferryboat 
jumped aboard the barge and soon trans- 
ferred them to safety. Then the ferryboat 
backed away and the barge was lost in the 
fog. It was later said that she went to the 
bottom. 

Another accident occurred in the North 
River off the 1oct of Desbrosses Street 
shortly ‘before noon. The ferryboat Balti- 
more of the Pennsylvania Raltlroad was 
feeling her way to her pier when the steam 
lighter Terminal bore-down on her. Both 
pilots,’ Beeing ‘heir danger, steered their 
vessels so that when the two came together 
they were side to side and no damage was 
done more than the smashing of three win- 
dows in the women's cabin of the ferryboat. 
There were few pussengers aboard and no 
excitement resulted 

WESTFIELD’S NARROW ESCAPES. 

The ferryboats Westfield and Robert Gar- 
rett of the Staten Island line came so near 
running into each other in the bay that a 
real panic was started. The Westfield was 
going to Staten Island had had passed Lib- 
erty Island, when the Garrett appeared 
fifty feet away bearing down straight upon 
her. The Garrett was crowded with pus- 
sengers, many of whom were standing on 
the forward deck. The pilots of each ves- 
sel ordered full speed astern, 
time throwing their wheels over. The boats 
passed with speed only slightly checked 
and with only five feet of space between 
them. Qn the Garrett there was intense 
excitement. Several women fainted, while 
many more were thrown down in a wild 
rush for the after part of the boat. 

This was not the only narrow escape the 
Westtield had. During another trip out to 
Staten Island with. seventy-five passengers 
aboard she ran into the three-masted 
schoéner James Wegley, which was at an- 
chor off Liberty Island. The Weeley was 
not discerned by the look-out -man_ until 
the Westfield. which was moving very 
slowly, was almost upon her. Ags soon as 
the warning shout was given Capt. Edward 
King rang to the engineer to stop the ves- 
sel, but before he had time to do so, the 
bowsprit of the schooner plowed her way 
into the upper works of the ferftyboat, car- 
rving away about twenty feet.’ There was 
great alarm on the ferryboat, and one wo- 
y:an fainted, but nobody was hurt. After 
the passengers had disembarked at -8t. 
George the ferryboat went to Clifton for 
repairs, 

The ferryboat Minnahannock, which plies 
between the foot of East Twenty-sixth 
Street and Blackwell's, Hart's. and Ran- 
dall’s Islands, went on the roeks south of 
Blackwell's Island in the morning. Her 
pilot. loosing his bearings, ran her an to 
the reef. where she had to remain until the 
high tide last night carried her off. She 
was not damaged. 

Three barges loaded with steerage passen- 
gers from the steamship Oceanic on their 

way to Ellis Island in the afternoon got lost 
in the fog and wandered about the bay for 
three hours before thev were able to make 
a landing at Ellis Island. The ferryboat 
CarlisiI®. used to carry the employes of 
Ellis Island to ard from work, was unable 
to make more than one trip. and as a re- 
sult many of the employes were absent 
from their anaes. No immigrants were 
brought to the city from the island. 

None of the bie steamships schediled to 
sail left their piers until] after 5 o'clock. 
“ne French Line stearaship La Champagne 
was to have sailed at 10 o'clock. but her 
agents refused to let her go. Incoming 
steamships were_compelled to anchor out- 
side of Sandy Hook untjl_ the weather 

cleared, while on'y one of the Sound boats, 
the City of Taunton, reached her plier. The 
rest remained anchored off ff City Island.

Word was received yestefday at the office 
in this city of the Pinkerton. Detective 
Agency of the arrest by its agents, acting 
on behalf of the American Bankers’ Asso- 
clation,.of two New Yorkers charged with 
having figured prominently in connection 
with swindling operations of considerable 
magnitude. 

One of the men arrested is Robert J. 
Knox, who was a lawyer in this city until 
the outbreak of the Spanish war, when he 
entered the army as an officer of the Twen- 
ty-second New York Volunteers. He was 


arrested at Columbus, Ohio, and is said to [ 


have had hidden in his hat a cashier's draft 
issued by the Bank of Greenbrier, Lewis- 
berg, West, Va., which had been-raised from 
$5 to $5,000. 

The other man is John Schoonover, who, 
under the name of H. B. Gordon, was ar- 
rested at’ Portland, Ind., after he had pre- 
sented to the Citizens’ Bank there a cash- 
ier's check drawn on the Bank of Green- 
brier, which, the police say, had been raised 
from $5 to $15,000. 

Early last month the American Bankers’ 
Association learned that drafts issued by 
Western banks for $3, $4, or $5 arrived here 
raised to $3,000, $4,000, and $5,000. The 
Pinkertons suspected that the work had 
been done by. Knox, who on Feb. 8 was 
found at the Stag. Hotel, in Cincinnati, 
where he lived. under the name of R. E. 
West. He was followed to Muncie, Ind., 
where he met Schoonover. 

Knox, on Novy, 13, 1899, was arrested in 
this city by the .Pinkertons, together with 
Alonzo J. Whiteman.and three. other con- 
federates, and a month later was sentenced 
to four years and six months in the West- 
ern Penitentiary, at AHegheny, Penn.

MORSE’S ACTION WAY 
UPSET MRS. DODGE’S PLAN 


Her Suit for Second Divorce Would 
Leave Her Entirely Free. 


NO HUSBAND AT ALL THEN 


But If Financier’s Action Succeeds, It 
Will Reinstate Her as His 
Wife. 


Charles W. Morse, who seeks to have his 
matrimonial tangle unraveléd, will be a wit- 
ness in the hearing which is to be started 
to-day before William G. Davies, as referee, 
at 32 Nassau Street. This announcement 
Was made yeSterday by Mr. Morse’s coun- 
sel, Samuel Untermyer, on whose applica- 


} tlon the referee was appointed to ascer- 


tain whether Charles F. Dodge was served 
with the papers in his wife’s divorce suit 
and whether he had authorized the late -M: 
S.. Ruger to appear as his counsel in the 
case. 

Assistant District Attorney Rand, who 
took the Morsé-Dodge case before the 
Grand Jury, will attend the hearing before 
Referee Davies and will produce all of the 
documents in his possession. These in- 
clude the. two letters found among the 
effects of Mr. Ruger. The letters are 
signed with Dodge’s name and contain 
statements which, if true, show that Dodge 
really was served with the papers in his 
wife's action. The letters were unearthed 
after the Supreme Court had vacated the 
original divorce order, on testimony given 
by Dodge before Referee Hall, on which oc- 
casion Dodge swore he was never served 
with the summons. It was for thus swear- 
ing that Dodge was indicted on the perjury 
charge. 

An effort wil be made by Mr. Rand and 
by Mr. Untermyer to prove that the let- 
ters were genuine Dodge letters. Mr. Rand 
yesterday summoned a hotel clerk who had 
worked with Dodge and who knew Dodge’s 
handwriting. The hotel clerk, after ex- 
amining the letters closely, declared that 
they certainly had been written by Dodge. 
Experts who have cOmpared Dodge’s writ- 
ing with that. in the letters will testify 
that Dodge wrote the letters. 

Mrs. Dodge will nof/ be called before the 
referee, as she has already stated that 
she could not tell whether Dodge had writ- 
ten the letters. 

In case the proceedings result in having 
the old Dodge divorce re-established by the 
Supreme Court, it will then be the duty of 
the court to see that no person profits by 
the setting @side of the decree. Conse- 
quently, the court itself would take action 
to restore Mrs. Dodge to the position she 
held previous to the setting aside of the 
divorce, namely, as the wife of Charles F. 
Morse. Some of the lawyers who discussed 
this point yesterday seemed to think that 
neither Morse nor Mrs. Dodge would like 
anything of that sort to happen. Mrs. 
Dodge, 1t was recalled, was mot anxious to 
have the divorce reinstated, but had fought 
against such a procedure, preferring to get 
an entirely new divorce. By getting a new 
divorce she would be free from both Dodge 
and Morse. But if the referee in the pres- 
ent hearing collects sufficient evidence to 
previous divorce, then Mrs. 
Dodge-Morse-Dodge will again become Mrs. 
Morse.
